Belleville and the North. 


To the Editor of the I OER, 

Sin,—When the ratlway fron Lolleville 
to Peterborough was first proposed the late 
Mr. Wm. Walibridge expressed his opiulon 
to the writer that it would conduee much 
more to the business advactage of olleville 
ifthe North Hastings line were catended 
north to Bavoeroft, His ideas, inforlunate 
ly inone sense for the good of that city, 
were unpopular at that time, as it was 
thought that the trade of the back « 2untry 
was secure; but on the complution of the 
unexpected line from Trenton to Coe Hill, 
the trade alluded to was diverted Into 
different channels, and almost totally lost 
to Belleville and Madoc. At a woterate 
calculation this business was worth 
$200,000 yearly, on the supposition that, 
taking the average of the summer aud 
winter traffic, twenty loads a week were 
transported, consisting of grain. pork, flour, 
dry goods, groceries and other merchandise 
averaging in value $200 cach load, some of 
the loads belog worth from $200 to $1,000, 

That the business acumen of the usual- 
ly wide awake merchants of Belleville 
should be slow in any endeayor to regain 
their lost advantages, has long been a sur- 
prise and inconvenience to the now large 
and increasing population of the’ North, 
reaching far into the Nipigsing District, 
so that the trade of the back country for, 
say, over 12,000 inhabitants, is undoubtedly 
three or four times the amount it was be- 
fore the construction of any railway. 

Unfortunately for Bolleville, other places 
were not so slow insecing thelr opportun- 
ity. Toronto has encouraged the I.B. & O., 
also the Parry Sound and Ottawa lines 
are both in operation, end next year it is 
possible that another line may be run from 
Killaloe, on the Aroprior,’ to Toronto, 
through this district. 


We wish to draw attention to the fact 
thata continuation of the C.OR. much 
farther in the northerly direction, affording 
the North Hastings running powers there- 
on, would st Il be found to be one of the 
most important lines that could possibly be 
established, In addition to the commerce 
before mentioned, if the line were extended 
to Whitney, the amount of the produco of 
the forest in railway ties, cedar, furniture 
wood, and what is now becomming of great 


consequence, pulp wood, seelice that 
it is currently reported by the Amerl- 
can papers that wood fitted for this 


purpose will be exhausted in the United 
States in three years, and with this and all 
the above named timber, an amount exists 
in the townships through which a line 
ought to run that would take ages to ex- 
haust. 


It is reported that four thousand carloads 
of sawn lumber are transported in one year 
from Waa to Oltawa; now as a route 
dhectly to the south would doubtless be 
preferred as being nearer the market across 
the line,this is surely worth consideration; it 
must be understood, however, that we have 
no wish to anteacsies one line xgainst the 
other, seeing that railways crossing each 
other at right angles are invariably mut ual- 
ly advantageous, 


The country north of Maynooth is mar- 
vellously fine and picturésque, abound- 


ing in Iakes and watercourses well 
stocked with trout, right through 
to the Algonquin Park, We have 


been several times called to visit the 
Ottawa and Perry Sound line, and on each 
visit a magnificent prtvare train of carriuges 
with their own splendid engine from the 
Vermont Central have been stationed there, 
having brought some of the American 
millionaires to enjoy the fine bracing-alr of 
the north, and avail themselves of tho en- 
joyment that hunting and fishing so amply 
affords io every direstion; and.it is report- 
ed that ex-President Cleveland may be 
looked for in the near future in the district, 
as he is an expert angler. 


In all this {t is apparent that, attention

cation aroge to move the second read- 
ing of his bill setting apart certain 
wild lands of the Crown for the use of 
the University of Toronto. 

Mr. Ross stated that the object of 
the bill was to settle some outstanc- 
ing claims of the University. It would 
prevent expensive litigation against 
the Government. For some years 
back the revenue of the institution had 
not met the expenditures, although for 
the past couple of years there had been 
a@ surplus. It was a splendid occasion 
to settle once and forever certain out 
atanding debts, as it was the centen- 
ary anniversary of the establishment 
of the University. 

In 1797, said Mr. Ross, an address 
had been presented to King George 
for permission to establish a univer- 
pity. In the same year as well 500,- 
000 acres had been granted the instl- 
tution, but of that amount consider- 
able had since been taken by the Govy- 
ernment of Ontario to endow gram- 
mar schools. This land had never 
been totally returned, and this was 
one of the grounds upon which Toron- 
to University now based its claim for 
indemnification. It was asking for the 
full grant originally bestowed and 
including the lands so held in abey- 
ance. This claim was estimated to 
value some $196,000. 

Another claim of $225,000 was put in 
for the occupation and rental, with in- 
terest, of the old stone building belong- 
ing to the University, but occupied 
without payment of rent between the 
yearg 1853 and 1868 by the Government, 

A third claim against the Govern- 
ment on the part of the University 
was occasioned by the taking away of 
certain University lands to endow Up- 
per Canada College. This claim, to- 
gether with Interest, amounted to 
some $196,465. 

There were various other claims the 
Minister explained, such as that for 
$2000 worth of University land made 
use of in the construction of the Tay 
Canal. This was properly a Dominion 
Government obligation. 

Mr. Ross went on to explain that 
the lack of funds was largely due to 
the $855,000 spent in the erection of the 
various wings, departments, libraries, 
eto, of the University. The attendance 
at the University had increased from 
a total of 84 students in 1854 to 951 in 
1896. The staff of professors, lecturers 
and fellows had increased from 19 to 
44. Taking into account the various 
affiliated colleges, the University ex~ 
amined 4747 pupils, besides the 951 at- 
tending the University itself. These 
affiliated students were taught by 
some 303 professors and teachers. The 
work of the institution, therefore, mer- 
ited any assistance which could be 
given. 

But, besides the material grounds 
for help, the University appealed on 
the broader grounds of the religious, 
literary, scientific and artistic benefits 
which it caused. It also appealed up- 
on national grounds. In Germany 
there were no less than 20 national 
universities, and the eloquent member 
for Middlesex considered it highly 
beneficia] to national life to have a 
national university in Ontario. It was 
not a new thing to ald universities, 
said the speaker, and he proceeded to 
substantiate this by giving the sums 
expended by such advanced fMations as 
Germany, Grea’ Pritain, France and 
the United 5 < , in ati of universe 
ties In the past three decades. 

Of al} the events whose anniversaries 
would be celebrated this year, the Min- 


ister of Education neid, in conclusion, 
that the centenary of the estwblish- 
ment of Toronto University should re- 
celve the highest consideration. He 
moved the second readings: of the bill. 
Mr. Howland hoped that with the 
muin purport of the bill the House 
would be unanimvuusly favorable. It 
Was a case of tardy restitution and 
the financial statement pi the Univer- 
sity showed that the endowment was 
much needed. A report of a Lyndon 
expert had estimated the minimum ane 
nual cost of a well equipped university 
to be £60,000, while Toronto Unl- 
versity was managing with half that 
sum. But as to some particular 
phases of the bill he had ‘o raise

sity. If the effort to indemnify the 
University was to be successful, it 
should be an indemnity of the Univer- 
sity, and not by the University, for the 
burdens which it was bearing 4s °& 
tege of the Government Th 
way to relieve the University was to 
cut it loose from cumbersome Govyern~- 
ment control It could not hoped 
that the funds of the province, now 
in such an unhappy condition, would 
meet its necessitics, It was from the 
benefactions of private individuals 
that the aid must come. How could 
the University of Toronto hold out its 
hands for such benéfactions when its 
history showed it to be a creature of 
the caprice of a Legitlature deprived 
and endorsed at Government will’ 
Concluding, the member for South To 
ronto held that, should the present 
bill become taw, it should be immedi 
ately fulkuneu by a liberal measure 
which would cut the University loose 
from the winding sheet of control 
wound around it by the Government. 
Mr. Beatty of Parry Sound believed 
the grant to be a needless Interference 
with the free grant system of Ontario 
The Attorney-General explained that 
it was not intended to tle the land 
down. It was intenled to eell it on 
the same terms as the ordinary Crown 
land around it, and all the exploration 
and bookkeeping was to be done by thr 
Government The University was to 
receive any moneys which the Govern 
ment nmNght derive trom it. It would 
not interfere with free grant lands, b¢ 
cause the land In the six townships

A Magnificent Gift. 

A fow days ago we gaye a description of 
the Wallace pictures, said to be the finest 
private collection in the world. At that 
time its fate was in donbt, but it is now 
authori atively announced by the London 
Times that Lady Wallace has bequeathed 
the pictures to the nation, on condition 
that the Government build a museum in 
some central part of London for their re- 
ception. I¢ is sald that $15,000,000 were 
were offered for the collection some years 
ago and it is practically priceless. It in- 
c udes 2 paintings by Gainsborough, 13 by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. 11 by Murillo, 8 by 
Velasquez, 11 by Rubens, 6 by Van 
Dyke, 5 by Teriers, 11 by Rembrandt, 
2 by Titian, 17 by Canaletto, 10 by 
Guardl, 2 by Claude, 11 by Watteau, 15 by 
Pater, 22 by Greuze, and 15 by Meissonier. 
In addition to this there are collections of 
old furniture, clocks, snuff boxes, miniatur- 
es, and armor, each unsurpassed, The 
whole is to be k: pt unbroken and by itself 
for the benefit of the nation, and will be a 
unique addition to the attractions of the 
English metropolis. The interest of this 
wonderful collection is enhanced by its 
curious nator It was made by the 
fourth Lord Hertford, son of the third 
Marquis, who was the original of 
Thackeray's Lord Steyne and Disraell’s 
Lord Monmouth. The fourth Marquislived 
cntirely in Paris, and never married; he 
kept a very modest establishment, and 
spent almost the whole of his immense in- 
come, up to his death in 1870, on the collec- 
tlon of art treasures. In this congenial 
task, which he made the pursuit of his life, 
he was assisted 4 a mysterious young man 
known to the household as ** Monsieur 
Richard.” He was suspected to be the 
illegitimate son of elther the third or the 
fourth marquis, but if so the secret was weil 
kept, and the truth was never known to the 
world, ‘* Monsicur Richard” was employed 
onall sorts of artistic missions and de- 
veloped a taste as keen as that of his 
patron. On the latter's death he inherited 
the whole of Lord Hertford's marvellous 
possessions, and transferred them to Eng- 
land. He was in great favor in high quar- 
ters, was made a baronet, ‘and became an 
important personage in London society. 
His only son dicd under exceedingly pain- 
ful clrournstances, and Sir Richard Wallace, 
anxious to keep the collection together, 
wished to bequesth ib to the nation, Ile 
made it a condition, however, that 
it should always be kept in Hertford 
House, and as that property i4 leasehold 
aud not frechold, the Government could not 
accept the condition. Sir Richard was an 
imperious man, and without farther disons- 
sion of the matter left the collection fo his 
wife unconditionally. Lady Wallace, ou 
his death, bas fulfilled her husband's wish 
es, and thus visitors to London will have 
the opportunity of enjoying an art collec- 
tlon, which has a most Interesting personel 
history and which not even the wealth of 
the Rothschifds has been able to surpass in 
artistic value.—Montreal Gazette.

Proceeding, Col. Vassos indignantly 
related the incidents of the proceedings 
of the international forces here dur 
ing the week. He added that the 
Bashi Bazouks, who were formally for- 
bidden to carry arms, issued from 
Canea Wednesday evening and march- 
ed towards Vigla, Their advance was 
covered by the gums of the Turkish 
warships, but the progress of the Bashi 
Bazouks was slow. The international 
fleet came to their assistance, firing $2 
rounds from their heavy guns. 

The Christians retreated and the 
Turks entered the village and set fire 
to the houses, a church and a monas- 
tery. “This,"’ Col. Vassos exclaimed, 
‘ts the work of Cristian Burope. The 
condition of affairs is now infinitely 
worse than ever before. The Admirals 
have made ti so. I say deliberately 
and reluctantly that unless the Euro- 
pean peoples listen to the volce of hu- 
manity before it is too late, this un- 
happy island will be deluged through- 
out with torrents of blood.” 

In conclusion Col. Vassos emphatic- 
ally repudiated the absurd statement 
made in the British House of Com- 
mons that he made war on the powers. 


Mountuin Uatrerics for Crete, 
London, April 2—In the House of 
Commons today Right Hon. George N- 
Curzon, Under Foreign Secretary, re- 
plying to a question by Mr, J. G. S. 
MacNeil, anti-Parnellite member for 
South Donegal, stated tnart the admir- 
als commanding the forelgn squadrons 
in Cretan waters had asked their re- 
spective governments to send three 
mountain guns each to Crete. Mr. cur 
zon added that he was not aware of 
the character of the replies of the pow- 
ers to the request, if indeed any an- 
swer had been made, except in the case 
of Russia, which Government, he said, 
Was gending 4 mountain battery to 
Crete in accordance with the recom- 

mendation of the Russian admiral. 





Turkey Vircd of Delay. 

Constantinople, April 2.—The reports 
of fighting in Crete which are being 
received here daily are having a very 
bad impression upon the Government 
and the people allke, and In conse- 
qQuence the Porte has informed the re~ 
presentatives of the Turkish Govera- 
ment abroad that the preseat position 
is no longer tenable. This information 
is accompanied by the declaration on 
the part of the Porte that, unless a 
settlement of the Cretan ditmculty shall 
be speedily reached, the Porte will pro- 
pore to the powers that Turkey take 
matters in their own hands. It is 
alto feared here that a blockade of 
Greece by the warships of the powers 
will hasten a conflict between thr 
Turks and the Greeks on the frontier 
of Thesealy.

of our charter of national existence, 
and yet rights under them were with- 


held. From the day that Parliament 
was seized with jurisdiction for re- 
dress, this power and obligation re 


mained with Parliament. It was not 
as an old Conservative, or as a Roman 
Catholic, that he opposed this settle 
ment, for he would solemnly assert 
that, were he a Protestant, he would 
take exactly the same ground, [Ap- 
plause.]) It was with reluctance he 
touched upon the mission from Rome, 
and because the House was not ap- 
prised of the object of that mission 
he thought too much had been said 
about it already. In signing the me- 
morial to His Holiness, Mr. Tarte and 
his friends were quite within their 


rights, but with the discussion of this 
matter In advance of the report upon 
the investigation of Mer, Mery del Val 
he did find fault. ‘This talk, therefore, 
about a delegate coming here to run 
this country was a tempest in a tea= 
pot, a cry that was too silly for Cana- 
dians to indulge in in this advanced 
age. He took a fling at Mv. McMul- 
len, whose sympathy, rather than his 
Sneers, he fully expected. “I'm out,” 
said Mr. Costigan, “after having been 
In. He's out, never having been able 
to get in at all.” [Laughter] 

Going back to his early career in 
Parliament, Mr. Costigan Said he first 
became a Conservative because of the 
policy of toleration, patriotism and 
equal rights to all as upheld by Sir 
John Macdonald and Sir G. EB. Cartier. 
That was the policy. of the Conserva- 
tive party to-day, else he would not 
be Conservative. If the policy of the 


Conservative party was to make & 
dead letter of the constitution he 
would forsake such a party. 

Then, addressing himself to Mr. 


Clarke, for Whose open avowal of opin= 
fon he expressed admiration, Mr. Cos- 
tigan asked how much more noble it 
Would be in that honorable gentleman, 
although disbelieving in separate 
Schools,to say,as one of the Protestant 
majority: I shall see to it that faith 
shall be kept with the Roman Catholic 
minority. As to clerical interference 
he could tell the House that in hie 
province the Engish-speaking clergy of 
the Roman Catholic Church were 
mostly Liberal. Now, all the circum- 
Stances of the mandement taken into 
consideration, could it be said that the 
return of Mr, Laurier was a triumph 
over the clergy of Quebec? The man- 
dement left al} free to vote for whom- 
s0ever they would, provided the candi- 
date was one who would promise jus- 
tice to the Manitoba minority, and 
nearly all the candidates on both sides 
Rave that pledge. He did not cavil at 
the exercise of cftizenship by the 
clergy of all denominations, for they 
Were surely better fitted to advise the 
people than many who at election 
times were sent to persuade the elec 
torate, 

On the subject of the Queen's Jubi- 
lee reference in the speech, Mr. Costi- 
gan grew truly eloquent. He endoreed 
all that had been said in recognition 
of the beneficence of Her Majesty's 
reign and the splendid growth of the 
Empire, and when the great monu- 
ment to her Jubilee is to be erected, 
how it would add to the enthusiasm 
With which it would be hailed were It 
to be rounded off with a tablet sub- 
scribed to Home Rule for Ireland! Yet, 
were It not to be, none the less would 
Irishmen join heartily in the acclaim 
Which would arise throughout the Dm- 
pire in congratulation upon the event, 


6tUl hoping that before her glorious 
| relgn was ended Her Majesty would 
sign a bill, and he knew it would be 


& pleasure to her to do so, giving to 
Ircland a measure of home rule enjoy- 
ed In this Dominion of Canada.

A numerously signed petition from 
3ritish Columbia on the subject of Ja- 
pancse immigration was presented to 
Parliament today, It starts out with 
the statement that a large influx of Ja- 
pinese 15 4 serious monuce to the pros- 
perity and material development of 
this Country, that the Japanere are ac 
customed to a low standard of living, 
and are therefore willing to accept a 
lower scale of wages; that they are 
seriously competing with white labor, 
and indeed in many cases leading to 
the exclusion of white laborers. The 
petition goes on to say that there 9 
danger of the province becoming orilen- 
talized. It is urged that the term of 
residence in Canada for Japanese be 
fore they can become naturalized 
should be increased from three to five 
years; that the evidence of residence 
shall be given in open court and that 
it shall be verified by production of tbe 
Passport which is issued by the Ja- 
panese Government to all its subjects 
on leaving for foreign countries. Con- 
sul-Genera] Nosse’s visit to Ottawa has 
anticipated this petition. Mr, Nosse 
says the statements of the influx of 
Japanese are grossly exaggerated, there 
being only 800 Japanese in the whole of 
Canada. 

Another petition from British Colum 
bla asks for an increase in the capita- 
tion tax on Chinese immigrants from 
$50 to $500. 

There are many rumors in circulation

It has all along been 
understood that the Imperial Govern- 
ment would contribute one-third of the

Report 
has it that Peterson, Tait & Co, are 
willing to undertake the service for a 
less figure,” but make cerlain stipula- 
tions, Which the Dominion Govern 
ment Will assent to if the consent of 
the home authorities can also be pro 
cured. A high authority informs me 
that it ls as good as settled that Pe- 
terson & Co. will get the contract, 

Parliament has been in session now 
for 10 days, with practically nothing 
accomplished. Even the committees are 
not yet organized. Within two months 
at the very outside, if Mr. Laurter is 
to represent Canada at the Queen's 
Jubilee, he must be on his way to Eng- 
land, In Conservative circles it is 
felt that the somewhat uncompromis- 
ing spirit which the Liberals are mani- 
festing regarding public business is 
not calculated to facilitate Mr, Lau- 
rier’'s geting away. Nearly all the 
Ministers are desirous that the Pre- 
mier should go to Pngland, and yet 
they want his guiding hand to com- 
plete the work of the session, They 
do not want to take any chances of an 
emeute such as occurred in the Con- 
servative ranks over the French treaty 
after Sir John Thompson had left for 
England in 1898. Ministers have been 
talking of an adjournment for one 
month, from about June 3 or 4 until 
about July 8 A proposition of this 
kind on the part of the Government 
would not be very acceptable to mem- 
bers on eljther side. -The British Col 
umbla men would not feel disposed to 
travel to their homes during the hot 
Weather and back again to Ottawa 
With such a short interval, and the ob- 
jection would be all the greater on the 
part of every Senator or member when 
they would learn they would not re- 
celve any indemnity or mileage for the 
inconvenience to which they would be 
put. It is held that the wisest course 
the Government could pursue would be 
to drop the franchise bill after the 
second reading, and let it remain over 
until next session. Sir Charles 
Tupper pointed out in the House on 
the opening day of the debate on the 
address, there is no immediate neces- 
sity for this bill, and the Liberal prin- 
ciples would not suffer if it were held 
over for another year, 

Senator David Mills is well known 
throughout Canada as one of the 
ablest men in the ranks of the Liberal 
party. He reads the signs of the times 
inthe United States, and has come to 
the conclusion that, In view of the 
adoption of the Dingley tariff by Con- 
gress, the chances are altogether 
againat the successful negotiation of a 
treaty of reciprocity with that coun- 
try. On being» asked what he thought 
the Parliament of Canada should do 
in the event of a reciprocity treaty not 
being possible, he replied: “I notice 
that the Dingley bill now before Con- 
gress proposes many radical changes 
in the United States tariff, and that 
@& great number of these changes are 
directly pointer against the trade of 
tMis country. In taking this course 
the United States legisiators do not 
profess to be actuated by any ill-will 
towards us, but assert that they have 
wholly ‘their own interests in view. 
Now, we may do the same thing. Let 
us carefully examine the proposed tar- 
i ff; let us notice the spectal articles 
that Congress is legislating to exclude, 
and let.us alter our tariff in respect to 
all-these articles in such a way that 
Canada may become the fleld dn which 
the purchases by individual consumers 
of the United States would be made.

because the Wealthy classes of the Re- 
public would purchase their goods in 
ajl our border towns and cities, Dur- 
ing the American Civi! War there was 
a very large trade In goods of these 
kinds in all our border towns and 
cities, and under the Dingley tariff pre- 
cisely the same traffic would be again 
undertaken. I have no doubt what- 
ever that the Canadian revenue would 
be much increased by this means,"’

to individual powers to grab what they 
thought was their share of the spoils. 
The only effect, he said, of Lord 
Kimberley's or Sir William Harcourt's 
proposals to tear up the treaties and 
repudiate the obligations of Great 
Britain would be to alienate our allies 
and leave vacant a place in the con- 
cert of Burope, which was a league of 
peace, At the present moment nothing 
could be worse for Crete and nothing 
so unfortunate for Greece as that the 
ancient liberties of the former should 
be Imperilled, or that the financial dif- 
ficulties of the latter should be ag- 
gravated by a strain which annexation 
Would impose. A constitution for 
Creto would be ready Soon, and peace 
would be restored.

Upon these mat 
ters he desired the Government te 
make a definite statement, and also to 
announce the policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to Greece and Crete, 

Mr. Balfour said the date of the 
withdrawal of the Turkish troops 
from Crete had not yet been fixed. In 
the meantime the powers were mak- 
ing a joint declaration to the Govern- 
ment at Athens and to tne Govern 
ment at Constantinople, as tne result 
of which it was hoped that peace 
would be maintained. This declaration 
was that in the event of a contiict up- 
on the Greek frontier the aggressor 
would be answerable for all the conse 
quences of a disturbance of peace, to 
which the powers attached the great- 
est Importance, and also that, what. 
ever might be the result of i struggle 
between Greece and Turkey, the pow- 
ers would not consent that the uz- 
gressor should derive the slightest ad 
vantage therefrom. 
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Greece's Strength, 

New York, April 5.—The Herald's 
correspondent at Arta says: I have 
visited the frontier of Evirus from 
Coprena to Arta. The total strength of 
the Greek troops amounts to 22,000, as 
follows: Infantry, four regiments, 14,- 
000 men; two battalions of HNght in- 
fantry, 2000 men; one regiment of ur- 
tillery, 8 batteries and 48 guns, and one 
regiment of cavalry, 600 men; one bat- 
talion of pioneers, 1200 men. 

The Greeks hold a strong position at 
Arta and Peta, There are a great 
many insurgents, commanded by for- 
mer deputy Skatzonimos, concentrated 
at Agrinium, ready to Invade Epirus 
at short notice. 

The feeling among the troops and 
the insurgents is very warlike. All 
are impatiently waiting the signal] for 
the strugg!+, ard it is generally wve- 
lieved here that April 6, the anniver- 
sary of Greek independence, will see 
the beginning of hostilities. 

The Turkish troops near Arta are 
calculated at 20,000, At Preyesa there 
are 3000 men, with 23 guns, and near 
Arta there are 10,000 men, with about 
45 guns. f

The manufacturers of Ontario 
and Quebec were beginning to send in 
machinery and other mining supplies 
in larger quantities, and the only ques 
tion to be solved in that connection 
was that of transportation. 

Mr, Davin sald the Territories were 
deeply interested in securipg as low 
freight rates as possible. When it was 
announced that’ arrangements had 


| been made with the C. P. R., by which 
‘ the company was to make valuable 


concessions, the Northwest rejoiced; 
but, if that had fallen through, then 


ethe Government ought to build the 


road through the Crow’s Nest Pass, 
and, if it were necessary to bring this 
about, that the charter in question 
should be disallowed. The Goyern- 
ment should not hesitate to act. 

Mr. Morrison pointed out that the 
B, N. A. Act guarantees the right to 
each province of the Dominion of local 
self-government, and the power of dis 
allowance should be sparingly used. 
His constituency, while feeling strons- 
ly on this subject, was composed 0! 
broad and liberal-minded citizens, and 
would be satisfied with his course in 
opposing the resolution before the 
(House, provided a good case were 
made out against disallowance. After 
a careful argument upon the constitu: 
tlonal aspect of the case, Mr. Morrison 
concluded by commending the case tc 
the careful consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. > 

Dr. Sproule reminded the House of 
trouble that arose in Manitoba some 
10 years ago over the disallowance of 
the Railway Act of the Manitoba Leg: 
jslature.He had no doubt there would 
be an outcry in British Columbia it 
the Government acted on the sugges” 
tion of the resolution, Still, the coun:

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY 
The Sloth Now Ascertained to Iinve Firet 
Existed in North America and Then 
to Have Emigrated to South America

Wortman, 

It proves, so Dr. Wortman reasons, 
that there is an Isthmus of Panama 
half a million years ago; not the neck 
of the present day, but a predeccasor, 


Which in the lapse of time came and 
disappeared. Geographers have con 
tended that the thin atrip of land 
which connects North and South Am- 
erica is about fifty thousand years 
old, and that before that Ume there 


flowed a sheet of water, seventy miles 
Wide, between th two continents. 

It shows that those huge sluggards, 
the gigantic sloths, as large as an 
elephant, came from what are now the 
southwestern portions of the United 
States, and not from South America, 
But all traces of these animals were 
confined almost exclusively to South 
America. Now and then a skeleton 
has been found elsewhere—a few re- 
mains in thig country and some frag- 


ments of sloth teeth at Egerkingen, 
Prussia. 
How those great beasts were bred 


has been unknown. That lack of know- 
ledge was a serious defect in the chain 
of evidence proving the doctrine af 
volution. As geotogists resolutely held 
that during the whole of the Eocene 
period, which ended several hundred 
thousand yeas ago, there was ab- 
solutely no land connection between 
North and South America, how could 
animals emigrate from one continent 
to the other? Some geologists have 
entertatnde the belief that they  or- 
iginated in North America, which then 
Was tropical, and marched to Alaska, 
then over the ancient land bridge 
which connected that country with 
Asia, then strode into Europe, later 
visiting Africa and finally marched 
across a sunken antarctic continent to 
South America. 

The true solution of this profound 
Problem was discovered in the San 
Junan Basin, in the northwestern part 
of New Mexico, by Dr. Wortman re- 
cently. He gave a brief technical ac- 
count In. a memoir just published, and 
it has excited much interest among 
scientists a)l over the world, upsetting, 
as it does, many theories, and throwing 
a strong flashlight upon the origin of 
things. In another memoir, entitled 
“The Ganodonta and Their Relation- 
ship to the Edentata,” soon to be issued 
by the American Museum of Natural 
Ti'story, Dr. Wortman will describe his 
find more fully. 

In a canyon a thousand feet high in 
the San Juan Basin, which is part of 
the Bad Lands af New Mexico, he hit 
upon skulls and fragmentary remains 
which in an instant, as it were, reveal- 
ed the tale f the sloth and armadilto 
tribe; how they gradually evoluted 
from smallness to monstrous propor- 
tions, and how they emigrated. This 
discovery clears the long obscured 
point of the origin and descent of the 
entire sloth group and brings them 
back into the closest relationship with 
other orders of mammals, 

Deep down in that canyon he die 
interred one skull and a foot, lying In 
the lowest eocene strata in North Am- 
erica. Now, as this particular layer of 
sediment, which later turned inte stone, 
Was deposited not less than five hun- 
dred thousand years ago, Dr. Wort- 
man reckons the original sloth to whom 
that skull belonged Mved that many 
years in the past. Atl the region 
thereabouts was covered by a great 
lake, whioh gradually, through the 
lapse of countless ages, became filled 
by mud, stone and other matter wash- 
ed into it. The lowest eocene stratum 
is a mile and a half below the present 
surface of th earth. 

The skull is not that of the gigantic 
sloth, but of hia most prindtive, clear- 
ly defined ancestor, whose girth was 
about that of a bulldog—certainly not 
larger. Here, then, was the  sloth’s 
original home, and here ét first flouriah- 
ed. When this moderate sized fellow 
died its corpse became embedded in 
th muddy bottom of th take. Tens of 
thousands of years after this another 
sloth passe daway, and ite body tumibi- 
ed into the lake and sank, This one 
was larger than the other, and, as the 
lake kept rising all the time, its bones 
are found hundreds of feet higher up 
m the canyon. 
when the lake hed risen so high that 
it overflowed and disappeared. ‘The 
mud that had accumulated in fts bot- 
tom, gradually turned into sandstone. 
In this water, through ean almost end- 
less procession of years, out its way, 
and so formed the canyon in the 
depths of which Dr. Wortmen waa en- 
abled to grasp the evidence scientists 
s long have sought. 

Thus the first known ancestor of the 
sloth has been placed, and indisputably 
had his origin bere and nowhere else. 
Through the whole of the vast eoocene 
period which ended half a million years 
ago the sloth flourished and evoluted 
until it became, as other remains found 


by Dr. Wortman in higher econe de- 
posits show, as large as a yearling 
steer. 


Then came a sudden and most start- 
ling change. At the close of the 
eocene period deposits all traces of the 
sloth In North America disappeared 
abruptly and reappear in South Am- 
erlou. This fact is full of the deepest 
elgnificance. 

It means, says Dr. Wortman, that, 
notwitl.tanding the theories of gro- 
grauphers, there was an isthmus be- 
tween North and South America, half 
a million years ago. Voleanic disturb 
ances all of a sudden closed the watery 
wap betweon the continents, and over 
thi land bridge, the animals from the 
United States and Mexico made gradu- 
ally a grand emigration The siloths 
went into South America in grent 
hordes. They found things more con 
gonial there, as the climate in this 
country was changing rapkily from the 
tropical to the temperate 

This inthmas, Dr. Wortman reasons, 


Was temporary and doubtless xisted

A New Gold-Saving Process. 
(Canadian Miner). 


We undbrstand that a new process has 
been recently perfected by Dr. Stephen H. 
Emmens in the laboratory of the Ar- 
gentaurum Syndicate by which go!d-bear- 
ing ores of all descriptions may be treated 
to considerably greater advantage than 
at present, ‘The yield of gold is said to be 
fully equal to that shown by fire assay, 
and the cost is less than that of any other 
process hitherto introduced, 


The Gold Ores of Eastern Ontario. 
(Canadian Miner.) 


We are glad to notice a copy of a report 
on the Craig ming, in last Saturday's issve 
of one of our Toronto dailies. The report 
was made by Mr. W. Hamilton Merritt to 
the directors of the Toronto Tudor Minin 
Co., and the general tenor of the same aaald 
seem to indicate that there is no question 
about the fact that free milling ore exists 
in the eastern part of the Province of a 
chargcter which will pay handsomely. It 
eyidently now only remains for this com- 
pany to proye up what quantity of ore of 
this character js to’ be found in their 
property. 

Like conditions, no doubt, exist in many 
other places in this districi, and we are 
more than gratified to think that so near 
home there are excellent chances of free- 
milling gold ores, as well as the refractory 
gold ores, which have long been recognized 
to exist in the above mentioned region. 

With regard to the latter, we are yery 
anxious, with the rest of ‘the community, 
to learn of the success of the Enylish com- 
pany who are now testing the extraction of 
gold from the arscnical ores of Deloro, by 
means of the Bromo-ayanide process. We 
have little doubt about the ultimate success 
of their enterprise, for numerous experi- 
ments are reported to haye preceded the 
erection of the works, but if our informa- 
tion is quite correct we are somewhat sur- 
prised to learn that they attempted to 
grind their ore in one of Krupp's ball mills 
without previously drying it. We under- 
stand the delay in their operations has 
been caused by this defect, which is now 
being remedied by the erection of adequate 
drying plant, and we hope any day to hear 
that satisfactory extraction has resulted 
from their work. 


Geologists have long pointed to the 
similarity botweon the Aecinbel belt and 
the ordivary Huronian series as represent- 
ed in the northern and western parts of 
the province. As it is well-known that 
this formation is the most prolific carrier of 
gold ore which is found in Ontario, and is 
every day proving itself more attractive in 
the western portion, we therefore think 
that there sre substantial grounds for 
believing that the prospects of the eastern 
portion of the province, geologically spoak- 
ing, may be found to be equal to those of 
the western, The great attraction to 
capital of these eastern Ontario gold bear- 
ing areas lies in the fact that cheap labor 
and abundance of agricultural products are 
to be found clese at hand, together with 
every advantage of an old settled and well 
developed section of the community.

An Important Anniversary Celebrated at 
Athcns—Ne Outbreaks. 


Athens, April 6.—The 76th anniver- 
sary of the raising of the standard of 
the Cross against the Crescent on 
April 6, 1821, beginning the war against 
the Turks, which resulted in the inde- 
pendence of Greece, was celebrated 
throughout the kingdom today with 
gsreatenthusiasm, All business was Sus- 
pended, and popular participation in 
the nationa] fete was general, In th 
forenoon the King and Queen, the Min- 
isters and the foreign diplomats at 
tended religious services in the cathe- 
dral, where a Te Deum was sung, and 
the remainder of the day was devoted 
to holiday-making of every description.

deal In the Ilouse,and every day had served 
more and more to convince him that be had 
then taken a course which would commend 
itself to the people. On the day, and at 
the very hour, when he had opposed it 
hewepapers were going to press with edi 
torinis expressing precisoly the same views 
as he bimesele had expressed There wus 
but one newspaper of Importance In the 
Province which condoned It, and be doubt 
ed if abybody on either side of the House 
would condone It. The security of $20,000 
held by the Government amounted to noth. 
Ing, It wold vanish mway If the mem- 
bers of the syndicate chose to make pur 
chases of uny lands in the location to the 
Vilue and extent of the sum of $20,000, 
The Government, therefore, bad no claims 
to approbution on that ground. The Oppo 
sition bad. been charged with making potitl 
eal capital out of the question. He argued 
that political capital should be made out of 
it when the Government had acted wrong- 
ly. 
The Commistsoner bad been right whep 
he stated that politteal capital would be 
made out of It. It was being made out of 
it. Why had not the Commissioner of 
Orown Lands taken the people into his 
contidence last October, and published the 
detills of the deal, Insteud of allowing it 
to filter through Ure columns of The Globe 
in a trembling munner away on in Febru- 
ary? 

Mr. Whitney candidly admitted, or, at 
leiiat, conld not deny, the standing of Col. 
Engledua in the financlal world, but he 
would suy this, that the polley of the 
Crowo Lands Department bad been op- 
posed to Col, Pngledue, until Mr. J. RA, 
Kerr stepped upon the scene, ("' Hear, 
hear,” and applause, | The Government 
Were « little Inconsistent In saying that 
they would “not dreani of entering {nto 
similar arrangements as n matter of po- 
ley, If the deal was to be such a bonanza 
to the Proylnee, he thought It the Govern. 
ments duty to enter Into such deals when- 
eyer they had av opportunity. What pos 
sible lurm could come from allowing other 
syndicates the same privileges as bad been 
given that of Col, Bagledue? 

It had been stated that the Government 
favored a polley of Canada for Oanadians, 
but he happened to have in his possession 
a letter from a Canadhun firm, which bad 
made application for a similar grant, but 
had been refused. Did this look like a pro- 
Canadian policy?

Bir James Siveright Told the Transvaal 
Parliament Britain Wanted Pence, 
But Right Mast Prevail. 


Qape Town, April 6.—At today's session 
of the Legislature the question of Great 
Britain's ultimatum to the Transvaal Goy- 
ernment against the closing of the Dritts 
was raised. Sir J. Gordon Sprigg, Premier 
of Cape Colony, in replying, sald: “ The 
closlug of the rifts is a watter affecting 
the entire trade of -the colony and is a 
breach of the London convention The 
Government of the Colony felt compeltiod 
to appeal to the Imperial Government.” 

The Premier declined to comply wita 
the request that all the papers beuring on 
the question should be lald before the 
Assembly. He sald: ‘Some of them are 
becret in their subject matter, and the 
production of them might not be calculated 
© proinote peace.”

BRITALN'S FOOD SUPPLY. 





Setop-Mharr Wants State Granaric® 
Ballt in Order to be Prepared 
for Contingencies. 

London, April 6.—Attention was call- 
ed In the House of Commons to-day 
by Mr, Henry Seton-Karr, Conserve- 
live member for St. Helens, to the 
wholly inadequate production of food 
supplies in the United Kingdom in re- 
lation to its large and increasing po- 
pulation. Mr. Seton-Karr then mov- 
ed that the dependence of the United 
Kingdom upon foreign imports for the 
necessities of life, and the sequences 
‘vhich might rise therefrom in the 
event of war, demanded the serious at- 
tention of the Government. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Seton-Karr expressed the be- 
lief that the reserve of breadsbuffs 
never exceeded three weeks’ supply 
and frequently sunk below a week's 
supply. France, he pointed out, was 
self-supporting, and Russia and the 
United States were net only gself-sup- 
porting, but were able to make large 
exports, The Dreibund, he continued, 
was practically self-supporting, and 
Great Britain alone lived from hand 
to mouth, and drew her principal sup- 
Plies of wheat from Russia and the 
United States, which might possibly, 
at some time, be’ hostile to Great Bri- 
tain. Mr, Seton-Karr further remark- 
ed that should the harvest in America 
fail and Russia refuse to supply Great 
Britain, the latter's position would be 
most serious. The speaker called at- 
tention to the damage done to the com- 
merce of thesUnited States by the Ala- 
bama, and remarked that many such 
Vessels might be set to prey upon Bri- 
tish commerce in time of war. He did 
not desire action which would raise 
the price to consumers, but he hoped 
the Government would consider the 
Subject seriously and proposed that 
State granaries be erected for keeping 
supplies, 

Sir Charles Dilke, Radica] member 
for the Forest of Dean Division af 
Gloucestershire, contended that Rus- 
Sian exports of wheat to Great Brit 
tain were decreasing in average 
years, and he asserted that hal of 
Great Britain's © >1 cdme from the 
United States. Contimuing, she safd: 
“If the United States, Canada and 
Australia can feed us, we are inde- 
pendent of Rusgla, as the interests and 
advantages of those countries would 
be mo strong that we could rely upon 
them to supply us,” 

Sir Charles Dilke, continutng, said 
he thought the other states were opt 
likely to take any steps in regard to 
the contraband of war which would 
be jikely to bring the United States 
down upon them. 

After Mr. James Lowther, Conserva- 
tive member for the Isle of Thanet 
Division of Kent, ha@ advocated a 
duty on fereign grain, the Government 
leader, Mr. A. J. Balfour, First Lord 
of the Treasury, said that the peculiar- 
ity of the motion was that it had giv- 
en a suitable text both to protection- 
ists and free traders. The adoption of 
the proposal to establish state gran- 
aries would mean turning the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Into a gigantic 
corn dealer. 

As to the commercial zoltverein, Mr. 
Balfour continued, he looked with con- 
siderable longing for «a unton 
with the British colonies, both in pne-

zollverein Was neceesary, and he did 


not think there was danger of foreign

Oltawa, April 7.—(Special.) — The 
grievances of the Canadian wheelmen 
were aired by Mr, Casey, M, P,, this 
afternoon in introducing a bill to 


amend the Railway Act, which ts de- 
signed to compel the railway com- 
panies to carry bicycles as personal 
baggage, He severely scored the rail 
ways for imposing a tax on wheels, 
The bill was read a first Ume and 
questions were then taken up. 

Mr. Maclean asked: Has the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway yet begun the 
construction of thelr line through the 
Crow's Nest Pass? Does the Goyern- 
ment intend to allow that company to 
begin the work of constructing with- 
out first completing the negotiations 
now going on for modifications In the 
clauses in the company’s charter in 
the matter of the construction of 
branch lines and the regulation of 
the rates and tolls charged by the said 
company? 

Mr, Blalr: As to the first clause of 
the question, I may say the Govern- 
ment is without information as to 
Whether the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company has yet begun the construc 
tion of a railway through the Crow's 
Nest Pass, except that it was under- 
stood that some grading had been 
done a couple of years ago In or ad- 
jacent to the Pass. As to the second 
clause of the question, I am afraid I 
shall be obliged to ask the honorable 
gentleman to modify or amend the

Senator McaDonald, British Colum- 
bla, said that the reason why the door 
of communication between the base 
ments of the Senate and the House 
of Commons was open was becausc 
the same caterer served both dining 
rooms, He presumed that as soon as 
the Restaurant Committee was ap 
pointed the whole matter would be 
enquired into.

political necessity. Ministers knew

There were political necessities of the 
Government, but they did not seem to 
him to justify delay. He promised 
that in passing any requisite measures 
the Government would receive the 
hearty co-operation of the Opposition, 
But, as regards this particular bill, 
for which there was no necessity, he 
could assure the Government that 
would be fought line by line.

Teachers’ Association. 


The Public School Teachers of the city 
mot yesterday a“e-noo at the Central 
School for the dwcussion of methods of 
teaching, and other things of interest to 
the profession. 

Besides the teachers and tho Inspector, 
Mr. I. Diamond, Chairman of the Oc- 
ganization Committeo of the Belleville 
Board of Education, was also present and 
contributed in po small degree tu the suc- 
cess of the meoting. 

The first cubject taken up by the Iv 
spector was Grammar, dealing especially 
with the dfliculties met with in teaching 
the verb, participles, infinitives, and con- 
junctions. The authorized text books on 
this subject he said were misleading and 
indefinite, and in many cases wrong. 

Mr. Diamond advised teachers to throw 
aside the text book and be a text book 
themselves, though a text book on the sub- 
ject should not be placed in the hands of a 
child. 

Reading was next taken Tho In- 
that not well 
taught, pupils do not speak out distinctly. 
He feared the trouble was that teachers are 
more in the habit of hearing than teaching 
reading. 


Mr. Diamond said it seemod a general 
fault throughout the country that pupils 
read too low, and did not enuncviate dis- 
tinctly. 

Mental Arithmetic was next discussed, 
und Mr. Johnston said that the subject 
was sadly neglected, and this he considered 
& very grave crror as it was no doubt one 
of the best subjects for mental training in 
the whole curriculum. 

Writing was next taken up, and the In- 
spector said that he had been asked his 
opinion on vertical writing and thac he had 
atari opposed its introduction, as he did 
not like it as well as the Spencerian syatem. 

Mr. Diamond gave a short address on the 
subjects discussed, after which Mr, John- 
ston spoke about teachera requiring pupils 
to write out words misspelled a number 
of times ; he thought four or five times 
sulliciont.

northern boundary extends from thi 
point along the watershed of the Var 
dar to the gouthernmost point of the 
Servian frontier, which it follows to its 
junction with the Bulgaro-Macedonian 
boundary. It then follow this frontier 
to the valley of the Karasu, whiah It 
follows to its mouth In the Egean, The 
Karasn also forms the western border 


of ancient Thrace 

The principal city and seaport of 
Macedonia ia the well-known city of 
Salonicn, with a population of about 
125,000, of whom some 84,000 are Jews 
of the Spanish emigration, speaking 
the Spanish language with relative 
purity, but keeping. their business 
books and doing their Hterary work 
mostly In Hebrew, Of these Jews 
about 9000 are Mussulmans by profes- 
sion, but are more less suspcct- 
ed of practising the Hebrew rites In 
secret. The main street of Salonica Is 
a part of the old Roman road that, 
starting from Durazzo on the Adriatic, 
ran through the Iyrian Mountains 
(now Albania) to Salonica, thence on 
through Thrace to Constantinople. At 
the eastern exit from the city is a fine 
Roman arch of the time of Hadrian in 
a good state of preservation, Salonica 
is the starting point of a railway run- 
ning up the Vardar Valley to Uskub, 
from where the main line continues on 
to Mitrovitza just on the southern 
limit of the Sandjak of Novi-Bazar, 
and a branch line runs to the Servian 
frontier, where it joins the Servian 
railway to Nisch and makes a junction 
with the Hne coming from Belgrade 
on to Sofia and Constantinople. 

The southern part of Macedonia is 
served by a line of rail running west- 
ward by the important town of Vodena 
to Monastir, or*Bitolia, the headquart- 
ers of the Third Turkish Army Corps. 
The country south of this Ine is in- 
habited by a Greek-speaking popula- 
tion, and contains many Important 
towns, such as Verria, Servia, Tcha- 
tista on the road by Grevena and Met- 
zovo to Janina in Epirus and Kas- 
toria on the headwaters of the Vis- 
tritza or Indji-Karasu, that discharges 
into the Gulf of Salonica not far from 
the mouth of the Vardar. In the 
northeastern part of this district lies 
the Yenidje country, celebrated for 
the delicate quality of its tobacco, that 
furnishes the cigarettes for the smok- 
ing Jadies of the imperia] and wealthy 
harems of Constantinople, and  sup- 
Plies the Sultan’s tchibouk. Here, also, 
ig the vineyard country of Niaoushta, 
whose delicious golden-colored’ wine, 
something resembiing Madeira, is re 
nowned all over Macedonia. 

It Is to be noted here that the river 
Vistritza, just mentioned, was prepos- 
ed by England in 1832 as the northern 
boundary of Greece, but the united in- 
fluence of Austria, Prussia and Russia 
prevailed, and the boundary was run 
from Surpi on the Gulf of Volo nearly 
due west to Menidhi on the Gulf of 
Arta, giving, so to speak, the meal 
back to Turkey and leaving Greece 
with the bare bone of her devastated 
hamlets and ravaged hillsides to be- 
gin her national existence. The great 
difficulty of Greece always has been 
that she had not a sufficient area of 
grain-producing land as a basis for 
the national sustenance. 

It is in the region between the Greek 
fronticr and the Vistritza that the 
Turkish army of observation is now 
concentrated, with its headquarters at 
Plassena, and its left flank resting on 
the slopes of Olympus, the abode of 
the ancient gods of Greece, with the 
flank covered by a force cantoned at 
Naselitch watching the Greeks at Trik 
kala, The whole country between the 
Greek frontier and the Salonica Mo 
nastir railway Hne is broken (by a series 
of mountain ranges, some of consider- 
able height. The roads, as are those all 
over Macedonia, and, indeed, all over 
the Turkish Empire, are unworthy of 
the name. Occasionally special taxes 
are collected for the alleged repair or 
construction of roads, but they seldom 
get beyond the pocket of the Pash. 
who has ordered them, North of the 
railway line the Bulgarian element be- 
gins to dominate in the population, and 
in the region north of a line drawn 
east fo Monastir by Doiran to 
Nevrekop, on the Karasa, the popula 


or 


tion is wholly Bulgarian. The road 
running northeast from Monastir, 
which is a prettily situated town on 


the foot slope of the Grammos range, 
passes over a fine plain In Perlipe or 
Prilpe, « Bulgarian town of consider- 
able size, the fruit gardens surround- 
ing which are noted for the quality 
and flavor of the small,luscious peaches 
they produce in profusion. From Per- 
lipe there is a road through a defile 
opening on a fairly open country to 
Gradsko-om the Salonica-Uskub rail- 
Way, and another across the hills to 
Kuprill, or Valessa, several stations 
north of Gradsko, with a mixed popu- 
lation. The country to the westward 
of the Monastir-Perlipe-Velessa road, 
though Bulgarian in great part, has a 
large and unruly Albanian Ghega 
population, who perpetrate atrocities 
on the Christian inhabitants and rob 
their fields and fieeks, much after the 
manner of the Kerds with the Armen 
fans in Asia. 
Arriving at Uskub, 

the country opens out 






on the Vardar, 
into plain and 


undulating country that stretches 
away to the Servian and Bulgarian 
frontiers. Uskub, or Skopla, as it Is 


called by the Turks, is an ancient city 
and dates back to the Roman occupa 
tion, traces of whioh are to be seen 
In the walls of the old fortzess and iu 
the aqueduct, still In fair preservation 
though no longer fulfilling the purposes 
of its construction, thanks to the in- 
curable miggovernment of the Turk 
and his incapacity to appreciate eivill- 
zation In any form. 


With the military instinct that still 


survives, however, the ‘Turks have 
constructed redoubts and batteries 
round Uskub and have converted I* 


into another Pleyna. The population 
here begins to change character and 
the Bulgarian and Serb meet. The 
rallera oilng north from Uskub passes 
through a tunnel under a range of hills 
on the other elde of which the Servian

An old 
hatbox is arranged on a pivot so that 
it will spin easily, A series of slips or 
openings one-quarter inch wide by 
three inches long and about two 
inches apart must be cut around the 
upper sides of the box. It is through 
these windows one must gaze to get 
@ proper effect from what is going on 
within. The figures are drawn precise- 
ly as they were on the cards mention- 
ed above, only they must be drawn 
side by side on a long strip if paper. 
This paper is placed around the lower 
‘ inside wall of the hatbox. If properly 

drawn some very lifelike actions may 

be witnessed when the box is rapidly 
revolved on its pivot. 
i A modification of the zoetrope may 
be made by cutting out a circular piece 
| of cardboard, fixing it on a pivot, and 
drawing the figures to be shown in a 
progressive ring around the edge of the 
circle. The pictures should be about 
‘an inch deep and occupy the outside 
\ quarter of the space between the cen- 
| tre and the edge of the disk. Slits 
like those in the hatbox should be cut 
from the base of each picture to with- 
in half an inch of the centre. The af- 
fair must be revolved on a pivot (a 
common pin stuck in a clothespin will 
' do) in front of a mirror, and the spec- 
tator must look through the windows 
that have been cut in the disk. Horses 
may be made to run, trot or gallop, 
men made to walk, dogs made to chase 
cats, ladies to dance, and many other 
diversive sights be witnessed in a well- 
constructed instrument of this kind.

shale about a mile and a half from Car- 
son City were those of a giant primi- 
tive man, or troglodyte. The Calffor- 
nia Academy of Sciences found the 
subject sufficiently interesting to send 
a number of trained men to the spot, 





and bloodshed this region must have —

among them a no less noted geologist — 


than Joseph Le Conte himself, and 
quite a monograph (bearing on these 
foot-prints was prepared upon the 
auspices of the academy.

There was no evidence 
of any overlapping steps, and the 
equal spacing of the strides indicated 
that they were made by some being 
which walked on two legs. 

No signs of claws or foot-pads were 
visible, and the only. theory which 
seemed tenable in the opinion of a 
number of these  scientists—though 
Professor Le Conte did not commit 
himself to a positive hypothesis—was 
that they were actually made by the 
strolling of a giant prehistoric man 
along the muddy lake. Prof. Marsh, a 
noted paleontologist,several years later 


ruined what might have made a 
story by repudiating the human track 
theory and producing the fossil re 
imains of the extinct animal whose 
pecullar manner of walking fooled 
even some learned men into the belief 
i that they had struck the clew of pre- 
glacia} man, The animal which pro- 
duced this startiimg bit of human re- 
alism ten thousand years ago—it might 
be fifty thousand just as well—Pro- 
fessor Marsh thinks was a species of 
the mylodon, or the giant sloth. We 
still have living in Central America and 
equatorial South America, some small 
highly modified types of the animal 
whose ancestors were huge hulka, 
thirty to fifty feet In length. 

It ia not at all surprising that the 
human fda theory was tenaciously 
clung to for some time, but there were 
| certain pecullarities in the stride which 
‘differed materially from the walk of 
the present man, The feet were too 
much curved, and the straddle or the 
distance by which the feet were separ 
ated from aide to side, would suggest 
an abnormal wotble in the gait of the 
mdlvidual. :

“Therefore Greece will face any dan- 
ger in order to reach that end. Years 
of frightful suffering and unnumvered 
crimes and tyrannites have been fore: 
ed upon those who are our kinsmen by 
faith and blood In those countries; and 
we are pledged in the mast solerm way 
and Inspired by the most sacred and 
ennobling principles of liberty to do 
all in our power to lift from them the 
curse which burdens them.” 

When the attack began strict orders 
were sent to all the Greek outposts on 
the frontier to preserve neutrality, and 
not to open fire until actually attacked 
by the Turks.

April l—At a farewell 
banquet on Saturday tendered Sir 
Alfred Milner by the members of the 
Board of Inland Revenue, George J. 
Goschen, irst Lord of the Admiralty, 
referring to the presence of the Bri- 
tish marines and blue jacketa now in 
South Africa, said; ‘They are there to 
represent to Sir Alfred Milner the 
British power in South Africa, They 
are the guaranteee to him and our 
colonists—the loyal men who support 
British rule in that country—that this 
country is determined to maintain its 
supremacy in those quarters and back 
its high commission with the power of 
the Empre, 

Sir Evelyn Wood expressed his satis- 
faction with the statements which he

over a century old. As long ago as 1775 
the frequenters of the pit in the Come=- 
die Francaise complained that their 
view of the stage was cut off by the 
big bonnets and high hats of the wo- 
men who sat in the front of the thea- 
tre. They dared not complain openly. 
and they avenged themselves {n lam- 
poons and epigrams. Here is one 
which appeared that year: 

“The head-dress of our women be- 
comes higher and higher, and what 
Was looked upon some months ago as 
ridiculously high. is now no longer 
high, even for the Bourgeois. Women 
of quality wear plumes two or three 


fect tall, and the Queen has set the 
example.” 
Louls XVI. tried to curtain Marie 


Antoinette's feathers, but his attempt 
Was unsuccessful. Hats continued to 
grow in size, so much so that women 
of the best soclety could not pass 
through ordinary doors. They were 
obliged to bend their knees so as not 
to strike their plumes.

O'Brien, Parnellite, member 
city Kilkenny, asked the 
mcnt for Information in the 
Commons to-day as to whether it had 
received any claim for compeosation 
in behalf of Edward J, Ivory, tho 
saloon keeper of New York, who was 
arrested in Glasgow on Sept. 12 las* 
and who was discharged from custody 
On Jan, 20, The First Lord of the 
Treasury, Mr, A. J, Balfour, in reply. 
said the Government had not received 
notice of any such claim ag the onc 
referred to by the honorable membe> 
for Kilkenny city. 

Discussing the Cretan question, Sir 
Charles Dilke said he believed *he mo- 
jority of the nation supported the Lib 
Crals' in the custern question. A 
blockade of the Piracus, he contend- 
ed, though it might upset the King 
and the Kingdom of Greece, could not 
restore order in Crete. While the Gov- 
erhment's policy of granting autonomy 
to Crete Was honest, it was not clear 
Whether the othér powers were equa!- 
ly honest in this matter, Both the 
Sultan of Turkey and the King of 
Greece had stated they were negotiat- 
ing in regard to the future of Crete, 
When they were brought to th» verse 
of war by the action of the powers. 

The speaker pointed out that the 
concert of the powers did not come in 
to existence for the purpose of dea.- 
ing with Crete, but to dea) with the 
Armenian question, with which the 
powers had been fruitleasly struggling 
for tWo years “past, when they wer 
stirred out of sluggish actlon by the 
despatch of Prince George of Greece 
with the Greek torpedo flotilla to the 
Island of Crete, and by the landing 
of Greek troops there. He concluded 
with commenting upon the Imbecility 
and helplessness of the concert unt! 
the King of Greece forced thelr hand. 

The Parllamentary Secretary for the 
Forelgn Office, Mi. George N. Curzon, 
replied for the Government. He sald 
No one could rightly complain at lack 
of opportunity to discuss the conduc: 
of the Government. There had been 
many discussions on the subject and 
on the speeches of the Marquls of Sal- 
isbury, although it was true there had 
not been a vote of censure, the Goy- 
ernment having failed to persuade the 
Liberal leader, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, to repeat in the House tho 
martial oration so much admired ut 
Norwich, while in the six debates on 
Crete in the House of Commons the 
matter had only been raised twice and 
in the French Chamber of D>puties 
only once. Continuing, Mr. Curzoy 
Said that ‘or‘sla, Italy and (yar- 
many the stc:.iment of their Gov- 
ernment’s policy had been reiterated 
80 frequently as to become tedious, 

Sir Charles Dilke complained that 
autonomy, as proposed for Grete, was 
not clearly defined, but Mr. Curzon 
pointed out the proclamation stated 
it Implied freedom from all control of 
the Turkish Government in the inter: 
nal affairs of the Island. He there: 
fore could truthfully say there was 
no ground whatever for the suspicion 
of Siv Charles Dilke that this autono- 
my, which the Government desired to 
make ample and clear, was regarded 
from any other point of view by the 
other powers. 

Referring to the negotiatlons which 
are said to have taken place between 
Greece and Turkey direct for the se. 
tlement of the Cretan question, Me, 
Curzon remarked that negouationy 
might have occurred on thé subject be- 
tween the Sultan and Greece, but Her 
Majesty's Goyernment knew nothing 
about them.

The Pighi at Brazzevill. 

New York, Apri 12.—The Assoviated 
Press has pecelyed the following sprcial 
correspondence, ~aled Brazzevil.e, 
Africa, Jan. #l: “Upon arriving at 
Brazzeville we found Merchand making 
preparations to go to the reliet o/ the 
men at the Quello River crossi-g. The 
details of the battles were received from 
one of his soldiers who returned here 
The first real skirmishing was with a 
chief named Mobyalla, who, or some ol 
his tribe, killed a French soldier about 
a year ago. Merchand’s men mucheua 
on the village. Mobyalla showed re 
sistance, but his tint-locks wer. not 
equal to modern rifles. Mobyaila was 
wounded and his head cut off and 
brought to Brazzeville. The natives 
say over 100 were killed In this village, 
bu. Merchand’s solilors assert that tay 
number was not more than 25 or 50. 
Alter the battle the village was burn: 
Conunulng their march the v'1a¢es 
tlong the Manyanga road were sur 
rounded at night. As daylight ap 
proached the natives were awnkered 
by the blast of a trumpet, and as they 
came out of their huts were shot down 
on all sides. Village after village was 
destroyed in this mamner, no cuarter 
being given. 

“The natives used clay balls in thetr 
old muskets, having burned them dry 
to about the consistency of brick. In 
shooting they do not pull the gun to 
the ehoulder or look at the sight, but 
point at the object as one would with 
n stick and then fire. Several of Mer- 
chand's men were struck by these clay 
balls, but were not wounded seriously. 

“The expedition consists of 145 white 
officers and 163 black sodiers from 
Western Soudan, called Senegalese, 
but they are by rights Soudanese. 

“On arrival at Loango, on the coast, 
July 24, Merchand and some of the 
white officers came direct to Biazze- 
Ville, but the main bidy did not reeach 
here until Jan, 12."

Inspector Johnston read his monthly re- 
port. Tho average attondance of the Public 
Schools during March was much higher 
than for several years, It was 1,145 per 
day. ; 
The report of the Printing and Supplies 
Committee recommended that Mr. 
Palmer bo offered $3 per cord for the wood 
supplied to the schools, as it was not up to 
that required by the contract, and if he did 
not accept the price offered that he be re- 
quested to remove it,

DR. CRAFTS’ LECTURE. 





A Brilliant Discourse on Sabbath Reform-- 
His Efforts Appreciated. : 


Not many men would haye attracted so 
large an audience on so wet a night as the 
Rey. Dr. Crafts, of Washington, D.C., did | 
yesterday evening in Bridge st. Sunday 
School rooms. Amply, jndeed, were Dr, 
Craft's listeners repaid for facing the 
‘* warring elements.” He is ‘* brimful and 
running over” with facts, figures and illus- 
trations. His diction, gestures and man- 
ner are graceful. Though a ‘down east 
Yankee ’—-come-oyer-on-the-Mayflower ono 
at that—he is happily free from all drawl 
or other proyinoialism of speech. He is 
evidently an enthusiastin the great cause 
he champions, but is too much of a Chriat- 
ian to tay invectives against thoss he 
opposes. Ile has become so possesed of 
the ‘now charity” he advocates that uo 
‘‘wrath or bitterness” is on his tongue, 
and though those who do not agree with 
him may not accept his premises and their 
conclusions, they will have no criticism of 
his spirit, but will admire the man.

by the upward restorative stroke of the 
night’s rest, so that ong is a little weaker 
every morning, 4 little weaker eyery night, 
as the week's work goes on. In the case 
of a certain laborer, take for example, the 
normal day's work oyerdraws his oxygen 
one oungs, and the normal night's rest 
only restores five-sixths of it, Losing one- 
sixth of an ounce per day, he is six-sixths 
of an ounce short on Sabbath morniog, a 
whole ounce short, a whole day behind— 
in the same condition physically on Sab- 
baph morning, in ths samo need of rest as 
on Monday night. He is therefore called 
to a whole day’s rest to balance his account 
with nature. If he habitually disoboys 
this divine law of weekly rest he ‘runs 
down” more and more until he is as far 
from what he ought to be, as is shown by 
the chart, about which doctors do not dis- 
agree. 

One breathes less oxygen aud uses more 
during ordinary work than when at rest, 
absorption of mind checking the respira- 
tion Lo the extont of 12,960 cubic inches in 
eight hours. Oxygen being but another 
name for yital force, the bearing of 
foregoing facts on health and strength 
apparent. Dr, Haogler calls attcntion to 
the chemical facts of expenditure and repair 
in the constituents of the food, as demon- 
strated by Pillenkofer and Voit, who show- 
ed that the nightly rest after the day's 
work did not afford a complete recuper- 
ation to the vital forces, and was insullici- 
ent to keep tho mind and body in tone, 
but that if this roparation is not supple- 
mented by an occasional longer period of 
rest, the sysiem is subjected to a gradual 
falling in pitch.

TWO MURDERERS HANGED, 


@ne Killed His Wife and Mother. tn Law 
and the Other Mis Mistress—Jersey 
City's Tragte Day. 

New York, April 13.—John Mackin 
was hanged In Jersey City this morn- 
ing. He killed his wife and her mother 
| on Feb, 27, 1896. He was a native of 
Jersey City, aged 24 years. Mrs, Mack- 
in, having been compelled to leave her 
husband because of his habits and ina 
bility to support her and her three lit- 
tle ones, had taken up residence with 
her father, Patrick Connor, Twice 
Mackin attempted to see his wife, but 
was refused in both instances.

Col. Domyille brought up the matter 
of Canada’s participating in the mili- 
tary demonstration tin England in 
honor of the Queen's Jubilee, He did 
think We could get up and send & 
worthy representation to England on 
this occasion without passing around 
the hat. [Hear, hear.] The Acting Min- 
ister of Militia should inform the coun- 
try what is proposed to be done to 
make a worthy display. It would be 
the greatest advertisement Canada 
could get, He disclaimed for himself 
any hankering after the command or 
of desiring to “parade before Europe.” 

Mr. Lemieux read a letter from the 
Montreal Demongtration Committee, 
asking that a proclamation be issued 
without delay, 

Col. Prior thought the House owed 
a debt of gratitude to Col. Domville 
for bringing up the matter.

‘Mr. Davin held that the country 
mould not begrudge the expense of 
sending a proper representation. He 
thanked Col. Domville for reiterating 
his (Mr. Davin's) plea of a week ag) 
in favor of sending a detachment of 
the Northwest Mounted Police. 

Sir Richard Cartwright sald: It is 
very gratifying to the Government to 
find that apparently there is such sub- 
stantial unanimity on both sides of the 
House as to the destrability of being 
represented by a contingent of our 
various military forces on the occasion 
of the Diamond Jubilee. The Govern- 
ment, I think, would be acting In ac- 
cord with the general wish, not mere- 
ly of Parliament, but of the country, 
in taking care that Canadn is properly 
Tepresented on that occasion, by a 
thoroughly representative contingent, 
and they will see that that is done ; 
and I think I may venture to intimate 
to the honorable gentlemen that (he 
various bodies composing the Cana- | 
dian militia, not excluding the Mount- 
ed Police, will not be forgotten on that 
oceasion. [Cheers.] As to the other: 
matters, I can say that a good deal 
of correspondence has been going on, | 
and is going on now, with the Imperial 
authorities with respect to certain de- 
tails as to the composition of the force, 
and the House will, therefore, I hope, ' 
excuse me for not going into details 
yet. They will remember that those 
who go over, at any rate a consider- 
able portion of them, will of neces- 
sity be guests of the Imperial] authori- 
ties, and we must not intrude our- 
selves too much upon them.

Mr. Charlton spoke strongly against 
the present Franchise Act, which he 
declared to be the most damnabie 
measure ever passed by Parliament. 
He charged that fraud was perpetrat- 
ed in the revision of the Federal lists, 
and that they were added to after they 
got to Ottawa. He defended the pro- 
vinclal franchise basis as the correc? 
one for this Parliament to assume. 
The franchise in Canada was the most 
unique one In Christendom. 

Sif Charles Tupper: The proposed 
one, [Cheerg and laughter.) 

Mr. Charlton said he meant the ex- 
isting one, under which the rights of 
the people had been trampled on, On 
the Liberal side there might be some 
feeling against this bill. Some Liberal 
members might entertain the impres- 
sion that the Dominion should exer- 
cise some degree of supervision in this 
matter, but such an opinion was én- 
tirely at variance with the position ad- 
opted by the Liberal party on this 
question In 1885. and advocated since. 

Mr. Bennett said Mr, Charlton's re- 
marks partook of their usual acerbity. 
Evidently his exclusion from the Cah- 
inet had not modified his feelings. Mr. 
Chariton had made an attack of a 
libelous character, either on the r6 
vising officers in Ontarlo or on the 
Superintendent of the Government 
Printing Bureau, He ought to have 
known that the original voters’ lists 
were in the Parliament Building, If 
any person had tampered with them 
there was an excellent opportunity for 
Mr, Charlton to prove this. Let him 
call for the production of these lists to 
Justify his sweeping charges. In com- 
batting Mr, Charlton’s statement tht 
fraud was perpetrated in the prepara- 
tion of the lists, Mr, Bennett pointed 
out that in Ontario the samme officers-- 
the county judges—finally revised the 
provincial lists, so that Mr. Charlton 
Was reflecting upon these gentlemen. 

Mr. Bennett, after recess, reminded 
the Government of its duty in the mat 
ter of prohibiting the export of logs, in 
view of the hostile tariff legislation on 
the other side, 

Mr. Calvert denounced the Dominion 
Franchise Act. He believed in the 
principle of One man one vole, as we 
have it In Ontario) neverthe’em, if 
they decided jn Quebec to continue the 
other system, he would not find fault 
He favored manhood suffrage.

Developing Slowly. 

Athens, April 13.—The frontier situ- 
ation Is developing slowly for two rea- 
eons. In the first place bad weather, 
snows, rain and bitterly cold winds 
have made campaigning in the moun: 
tainous digtricts anything but a picnic, 
and all movements have consequently 
been retarded. In the second place, In- 
tentionally or otherwise, all despatches 
are being considerably delayed, a not 
unusual occurrence since the beginning 
of the present crisis. But if the devel- 
opment is slow, it |s nome the less men 
acing, and an open outbreak of hestili- 
ties or a backdown on the part of one 
or the other or both countries most in- 
terested, cannot be much longer delap- 
ed, as the strain of maintaining armies 
of about 100,000 men each in the field 
Ig being felt with steadily increasing 
severity by both Turkey and Greece, 
so that a declaration of war would be 
welcomed by either side with a feel- 
ing of considerable relief. Here and at 
Constantinople there are daily pro- 
longed and most serious meetings of 
the councils of Ministers and it is gen- 
erally recognized that there must be 
a decided change in the game before 
long. Both Greece and Turkey are try 
ing to avold,’if possible, being classed 
as the aggressor in the confilet which is 
apparently Impending, and for this rea- 
Son they are acting with the greatest 
caution, also having in view that there 
is a distinct advantage to the side 
which can enter into a confitet with the 
least seeming virtue of resisting ag- 
gresion. 

While the antagonists are in the po: 
sitlon of two gladiators who have been 
warned in their own interests and by 
their best friends to refrain from strik- 
ing the first blow. the Greek National 
Leacué,or Ethnike Hectatiriais no party 
to any such proceeding, and as a sort 
of forlorn hope has alreagy pushed for 
ward a force of 3000 “Irregulars,” well 
armed, supplied and equipped, accom: 
panied by ample comissariat corps, 
through the centre of the Turkish lines, 
In spite of official denials, nobody 
‘doubts that the Greek officials were 
fully cognizant of the movement of th» 
Ethnike Hectalria, which has been open: 
ly prepared for and freely discussed for 
a long time past, and whore proclama- 
tions, on entering Macedonia, eets forth 
its objects. 

It is an open secret here that by the 
end of the , sat week at least 10,000 
Greek “‘irregulars” wil be in Macedonia, 
Albania and Epirus, thus really making 
successful steps in a warlike direction 
before, possibly, a shot {s fired in real 
earnest between the ‘regular’ forces 
of cither country. 

The Turkish Minister at Athens yes 
terday called the attention of M. 
Skouzes, the Greek Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, to the departure for 
Greece of further “irregular” forces 
into Macedonia, complaining of their 


being able to “evade’’ the Greek troops. 


The reply which he received as siml- 
jar to the one previously made by the 
Greek Premier, M. Delyannis, namely, 
that Greece might make the same com 
plaint as to the vigilance of the Turk- 
ish troops, “unless there was & sugges- 
tion of connivance between the two 
armies.” 

The next Important moye which will 
be heard of will be from the Greek 
headquarters at Arta, where the banxs 
and principal storés, ete., are closing 
and removing to the Interioy. and 
every other preparation possible is be. 
ing made to get out of harm's way 
before the war begins in earnest. 

At Arta, it is well known here, a 
force of about 2000 men organized by 
the Ethnike Hetairia, has  elther 
started for Turkish territory or is mak- 
ing the final preparations for doing 8». 
This body will be divided into alx 
separate detachments, each ably di 
rected and having a separate destina- 
tfon, with the view of raising the flag 
of the Cross in a certain locality, in: 
creasing its numberg as much a8 pos- 
sible, and harrassing the rear of the 
Turkish foree, which will be jirected 
from Janina against the Greek regu- 
lars, who will operate against the 
Turks from Arta. The Greek Govern- 
ment hag given “strict orders” to stop 
the departure of this force of “Irregu- 
ars,” but it is seml-officially explain- 
ed, the Greek commander at Arta, Col. 
Manos, is “unalic to spare men to Iin- 
tercept them,”’ 

Reports from Arta also show that

Canada Will Soon Command 
Entire Lumber Trade. 


United States Pine Will Soon be Exhausted 
«Everything Depends on the Govern- 
ment’s Timber Policy. 
(Toronto Star,) 


“Canadian lumbermen, in fact Cana 
dian statesmion, aro making a fatal mistake 
if they sit still and allow tho U.S, Govern- 
mont to impose a duty of oven $l por 
thousand feet upon Canadian lumber. 
They can provent it, and should.” 

S. W. Rathbun, the 
this statement 


Desoronto lumber 
made to me this 
morning : 

“The situation is this,’’ he continued, 
“Tn soven years the U, S. pine forests will 
be wiped out at tho present rato of cut 
ting. ‘That fact will bo published in a fow 
days in tho official report of the United 
States Bureau of Forestry. In seven 
years, then, they will bo as dependent up- 
onus for pine as they are for pulp-wood 
now. 

** Let the Canadian Government say : If 
you impose any duty at all upon our cut 
lumber, wo will impose an export duty up- 
on all logs, pine and pulp-wood. When 
that fact is grasped by the Americans they 
will change their attitude. 

‘** There isancther thing that the public 
have not realized,’ said Mr, Rathbun, 
“The timber limits of the country are 
massing into the hands of Americans, who 
fave no interest beyond clearing off tho 
lumber. They bringin supplies free and 
U.S. labor and tow away the logs. Thoy 

aro protected against our compotition in 
tho lumber market by the duty of $1 or 
$2. That means that when they bid for 
the timber limits they have an advantage 
over Canadian bidders equal to the duty. 
We cannot compete against them, and 
every year sees fewer Canadian purchasers 
of timber limits and more American. 

‘*Here is another point. I have ac- 
curte knowledge of tho fact that the 
wuuber supply of Norway and Sweden is 
being worked out. Old Country paper 
mill owners are turning their attention to 
this country for supplies. In the ordinary 

course of events their mills should be 
transferred here. But will they como? 
No, When they seo that by locating in 
the States they will have the advantage of 
the market, while getting free logs from 
Canada they will go there. 

**Now, let Canada demand free lumber 
for free loge, or put on an export duty. 
Tho mills will then have to come here to 
manufacture and communities will sprihg 
up where,lumber camps only exist, creat- 
ing that great home market which is the 
surest agent for prosperity and steady 
trade. They will have another effect, Bo- 
ing dependent largely upon timber supplies, 
they will have an interest in seeing that 
the forests are replanted. They will com- 
pel the attention of the Government to 


sent, as I have pointed out, the Americans, 
who have no interest in the matter, are 
getting control of our timber limits, 

“But let Canada put her foot down now 
and démand free lumber, or put on the ex- 
port duty. Ifthatisdone in either case 
the mills will oventually come here,”

William E, Curtiss Tells of the Oorre- 
spondent's Life, 


Capt. Crosby, the soldier of fortune 
and the Cuban correspondent of The 
Chicago Record, who was killed the 
@\her day in a skirmish between the 
insurgents and the Spaniards, says 
William 5, Curtis, was an Englishman 
by birth, but educated In France. He 
graduated at the national military 
school at St. Cyr, which corresponds to 
the Academy at West Point. He then 
served for several years in the French 
army in Algiers, Tonquin and else 
where, and finally drifted into the pro- 

on of civil] engineer. He lived in 
Mexico for several years, bullding rall- 
roads and similar works of construction 
and followed hig profession in other 
of the Latin-American cuntries, It Is 
supposed that he particlpated in two 
or three revolutions in South America, 
and he was well known to the principal 
men of the Cuban junta in New York, 
as well as to Gen, Gomez and other 
active leaders of the revolution in 

Cuba While Capt. Crosby was not in 
the habit of discussing his own history 
or relating his achievements, it is be 
lieved he took a prominent part in a 
fiilbustering expedition which failed to 
reach Cuba, and it was shortly after 
that he made an engagement with The 
Record, upon the recommendation of 
Gen, Daniel E. Sickles, to represent the 
paper with the Insurgent army.

Tho Bannockburn mine bag soveral k ads 
of ord, one of which, besides being stripped 
for several hundred feet and having several 
test pits sunk upon it, is being opened up 
in a business like manner by means of a 
working shaft at presont upwards of 60 
foot deop, 

The mine, a5 is well known, was par- 
tially developed some years siiico by partios 
who abandoned it because they did not 
possess sufficient capital to bring it up to 
a paying basis. Tho new company which 
have taken it over, however, purpose to 
turn it from a prospect into a dividend 
paying property, and with a view to doing 
80 they have secured anexperienced super- 
intondent, in the person of Mr. W. A. 
McNaughton, who bas spont 40 years of 
his life in mining in California and Mexico. 
Under Mr, McNaughton’s direction a steam 
drill is to bo set in operation in the shaft 
noxt week, and by means of itit is hoped 
to sink upon the vein at the rato of 20 Not 
por day. Sinkiog will be continued down 
200 feet, and afcer a depth of 100 feet is 
reached drifcs will be driven every 50 feet, 

This vein, it may be said, shows a ratio 
enlargment of body as the depth is 
increased. At the surface it increased only 
18 or 20 inches across, but at the present 
level of GO feet the vein is upwards of four 
feot wide. When I descended the dripping 
shaft to-day I found the bottom in a nice 
looking and well defined body of ore, which 
is apparently highly mineralized and which 
Tam told runs at the least $20 to the ton 
in value. 


From the mine pit the party repaired to 
the company’s reduction plant aud there I 
found in operation a 10-stammp mill. Work- 
mon wore breaking up the ore with stone 
hammers, one feeding it to the mill; the 
battery was turning out pulverized quartz, 
and both in the battery and in the oscillat- 
ing Frue vanners the free gold was being 
deposited upon moercury-coyered copper 
plates. 

After a time the stamps were stopped, 
and for the bencfis of the visitors a 
‘clean-up was made. This operation 
consists in scraping the gold-laden quick- 
silver off the pltes and then of freeing the 
yellow motal from the amalgam. The 
operation concluded, Supt. McNaughton 
informed me that the walnut-sized ball of 
amalgam resultant therefrom contained 
from 14 lo 2 ounces of gold. 

The mill is equipped with a power engine 
and boiler and has n capacity of 25 tons 
perday. Thocompany calculates that it 
can mine and mill its ore at a cost of $3 
por ton, and at this rate the quartz should 
yield » handsome profit.

His Holiness in Canada. 


An interesting personality at present 
in’ Canada is Mgr. Raffaele Merry del 
Wal, the personal representative of the 
Pope of Rome. He Is clothed with 
powers second only to those possessed 
by His Holiness himself; but notwith- 
standing this the great dailies publish 
conflicting reports as to his mission 
aad his status. The mother of the 
new delegate is a 
daughter of Count 
Torr! Diaz, a Span- 
ish Senator, who, 
however, marired 
while in England, 
and lived there for 
a number of years. 
His father, Senor 
Merry del Val. wag 
in the Court of St. 
James, London, 
and is now Spanish 
Ambassador to the 
Vatican Mer. 
Merry del Val was 
born In 1862, when 
his father was in 
London, and re 
ceived his early 
education in Bng- 
land, Later he 
studied in Belgium 
and Rome. For 
the past seven 
years he been 
attached to the 
household of His 
Holiness Pope Leo 
XIU1., being one of those in immediate 
attendance on the Holy Father. It is 
Not customary that anyone in that po- 
sition should be detched from their at- 
tendance, and the sending of Mgr. Mer- 
ry del Val to Canada in an unusual 
act, indicative, it is said, of the solici- 
tude of his Holiness for his flock in 
Canada. 

It has been reported from London 
that itis expected that Mgr. Merry dei 
Val's mission to Canada will be com 
pleted in time for him to be present at 
the jubilee celebration in London in 
June, where he is to be the official re- 
presentative of the Pope. Mer. Merry 
del Val himeelf, however, has heard 
nothing of any such intention on the 
part of His Holiness, and is inclined 
to think that the report emanated from 
the fact of his having attended the last 
jubilee celebration in 1887, where he 
went as the secretary of Cardinal Ruf- 
fo, the official representative of tho 
Vatican on that oceasion.

A MURDER 





Tragedy at Sackett's Harbor, N. ¥., Creatce 
a Sonsation—Two Women Dead 
ina Carriage. 

Sackett's Harbor, N.Y., April 16.—A 
horrible crime was committed in the 
vicinity of Madison Barracks, where 
the 9th U.S. Infantry is stationed, 
some time last night. During the af- 
ternoon or evening, George Allen, a 
steward at the barracks, hired a horse 
and carriage and took two women out 
driving. One of his companions was 
a@ young lady, Miss Bailey, and the 
other a divorced woman, Mrs, Crouch. 
At 2.30 this morning, the horse came 
back to the livery stable, drawing the 
carriage, which first the liveryman be 
lieved was empty, but on going up to 


the rig he found the corpses of 
the two women In the bottom of it. 
He at once notified the authorities, 


About this time Alen tame staggering 


Into the barracks in a weakened con- 
dition and he, too, is expected to die. 
He has made an antemortem state 
ment to the effect that Crouch, hus: 
band of the divorced woman, assaulted 
the whole party, murdered the two 
women and threw him (Allen) into a 
creek. Crouch is under arrest. Crouch 
formerly lived in Canada. 
Allen Says Crouch Did it. 

Watertown, N. Y., April 1§@—As the 
day wore on ‘suspicion pointed more 
and more toward Wilbur Crouch, as 
the murderer, Allen, the man who 

Was with the two women, came back 

to the mess hall about 4.40, when he 
fainted, but not before saying: “Get 
the women out of the creek"’ He was 

wet from head to foot and showed 
signs of having been in the water. For 
60me time it was impossible to get 
any statement from him, so low was 
his condition. Stimulants were given 
and, as soon as he was aroused, the 
following statement was given, but 
only in answer to questions, he say- 
| ine that it hurt his throat to talk: 

‘Crouch did it. It was done by the 
creek, Crouch grasped the reins of 
the right horse and I leaped out of 
the rig. I was struck by a lash and 
then shot. I tried to get out my re- 
volver, but before IT could do so was 
shot again. In getting out my revol- 
ver I accidentally shot myself in the 
throat. The women were shot and fell 
On top of me.” 

Allen was asked how many times 
he shot and would hold up his hand 
with fingers outstretched, meaning 
that five bullets had pierced his body. 
; After the shooting occurred Ailen says 








he was driven a lone distance by 
Crouch, and afterwards fell out of 
the buggy. He has now partly re- 


covered, but grave fears are entertain- 
ed for hig recovery. Allen has been 
keeping company with Miss Daly, and 
it is said they were to be married to- 
morrow. 
A coroner’s jury was empanelled and 
rendered a verdict to the effect that 
the two women came to their death 
| by Dutlet wounds believed to have been

Not in the four thousand years since 
the putting up of that pyramid has a 
single fact In astronomy or mathema- 
ties been found to contradict the wis- 
dom of that etructure, Yet they had 
not at the age when the pyramid was 
started an astronomer or an architect 
or a mathematician worth mentioning. 
Who then planned the pyramid ? Who 
superintended its erection? Who from 
its first foundation «tone to its cap- 
stone erected everything, It must have 
been God. Isaiah was right when he 
said in my text, “A pillar shall be at 
the border of the land of Egypt, and il 
shall he for a sign and a witness,” The 
pyramid is God's first Bible, Huy 
dreds, if not thousands, of years befor, 
the first line of the Book of Genesis 
Was written the lesson of the pyramlJ 
Was written. 

Well, of what is this Cyclopean ma- 
sonry a sign and a witness? Among 
other things—of the prolongation of 
human work compared with the brev- 
ity of human life. In all the four 
thousand years this pyramid has only 
lost eighteen feet In width; one side 
of its square at the base changed only 
from seven hundred and sixty-four 
feet to seven hundred and forty fect, 
and the most of the ejghteen feet tak- 
en off by architects to furnish stone 
for building in the city of Cairo. The

worked at it only a few years, and

All Egypt has been shaken by ter- 
rible earthquakes and cities have been 
prostrated or swallowed, but that pyra- 
mid has defied all volcanic paroxysms. 
It has looked upon some of the great- 
est battles ever fought since the worl’ 
stood. Where are the men who con- 
structed it? Their bodies gone to 
dust, and even the dust scattered. 
Even the sarcophagus in which the 
king’s mummy may haye slept is 
empty. ; 

So men die but their work lives on. 
We are all building pyramids not to 
last four thousand years, but forty 
thousand, forty niilion, forty trillion. 
forty quadrillion, forty quintillion. For 
a while we wield the trowel, or pound 
with the hammer, or measure with the 
yard stick, or write with the pen, or 
experiment with the selentific battery, 
or plan with the brain, and for a while 
the foot walks, and the eye cees and 
the ear hears, and the tongue speaks. 
All the wood words or bad words we 
speak are spread out into one layer 
for a pyramid. All the kind deeds or 
malevolent deeds we do are spread out 
into another layer. All the indirect 
influences of our lives are spread out 
in another layer. ‘Then the time soon 
comes When we put down the imple- 
ment of toll, and pass away, but the 
pyramid stands,

common workmen. Not one of them 
could lift one of those great stones. 
It took a dozen of them to lift just 
one stone, and others just wielded a 
trowel, clicking it on the hard edge or 
amoothing the mortar between the 
layers. One hundred thousand men 
tolled on those sublime elevations. 

If one of those granite blocks that I 
just touch with my feet as the two 
Arabs pull me and the two other Arabs 
push me, could speak out and tell its 
history it would say: ‘The place of 
my nativity was down In the great 
stone quarry of Mokattam or Asswan. 
Then they began to bore at my sides, 
and then to drive down great iron 
wedges, crushing against me till the 
whole quarry quaked and thundered.

At Strettinsk the old proposed line 
followed the valley of the Amour 35 
far as Khabarovsk to reach to the 
eouth of Viadivostock. It formed an 
immense arc of a circle in a country 
where communication was already e¢s- 
tablished by fluvial navigation. This 
was long and expensive. The direct 
line following the chord of the arc was 
preferable. But it cut through Chinese 
Manchuria, and the Government at 
Pekin opposed the project on the 
ground that it really meant taking 
possession of the territory; and here 
it was the business of Russian diplo- 
macy to obtain the necessary permis- 
sion from China, It was obtained. 
The authority was hardly given before 
the enterprise was undertaken.

Hamid Pasha, 
rounded by his staff, was watching | 
movements of the opposing forces, T 
combatants were posted on the fac 
of two hills overlooking a small valle 
at a distance of about a mile. It ap 
peared that the Greek force, which was 
evidently composed of the regular 
troops of Greece, crossed the frontier 
at 8 o'clock yesterday evening and ad- 
vanced upon the valley referred to at 
an early hour this morning, The’ 
Greeks later were engaged by four bat- 
talions of Turkish infantry, and after 
some sharp fighting were driven back 
towards the frontier. 

The Greek forces, however, then took 
up a position on the crest of several 
hills, and the combatants resumed at 10 
o'clock, 











Among the invaders were consider , 
able numbers of Siciltan volunteers.

Athens, Apri] 18, 8 p.m.—A late spe 
cial sitting of the Legislative Assembly 
was held to-day. The public galleries 
Were crowded. Amid intense excite- 
ment M. Delyannis, the Premier, an- 
nounced that the Turkish Government 
had today notifled Greece of the rup 
ture of diplomatic relations on the 
ground of the aggressive attitude of 
the Greek Government. In a cool but 
most deliberate speech he reviewed 
the recent events to show, on the con- 
trary, that Turkey had been the ag- 
gressor, that her troops had attacked 
the Greeks and attempted to occupy 
the neutral positions and that her 
batteries at Prevosa, had sunk the 
Greek ship Macedonia. ‘"Turkey,’’ said 
M. Delyannis, “declares war against 
us. We accept kt” 

This statement was received with 
prolonged cheers from the galleries and 
the floor of the Chamber. 

The Premier then read despatches re 
citing the events which had happened 
on the frontier, and with reference to 
the reported capture of Menexa he 
said that the batteries at that impor- 
tant position had been brought into 
action, but he knew nothing as to its 
alleged capture. We added that the 
Turks, after repeated attempts to forc: 
a passage at Reveni, which commands 
the road to Larissa, had been driven 
back. The leader of the Opposition, 
amid renewed cheers from all parts of 
the chamber and from the galleries, elo 
quently endorsed the patriotic declara- 
tions of the Premter.

Turkey to defend her integrity and to

Tho Powers May Intervene to Stop Hostill- 


ties at This Juncture, 
London, April 19.—In spite of the fact 


that the hostilities on the Greek fron- 
tier have caused but little excitement 
here, communications have been in 
progress all day between the Foreign 
Office and Rome, France and Athens. 


It is reported tonight that among 


the matters considered is the expedi- 
ency of ordering the international 
fleets to leave Cretan waters and to go 
in the direction of Salonica and the 
Dardanelles to watch the fighting, 
with a view of localizing it If neces- 
sary by naval intervention. Should 


this suggestion, which Is understood to 
emanate from the Italian Foreign Of- 
fice, be acted upon, it is probable that 
only half the fleet of foreign warships 
would be withdrawn for such a pur 
pose ,the other half remaining to con- 
tinue the Cretan blockade. 


There is stid to be a sharp difference

lows: 


“In consequence of the aggressive at- 


titude of Greece, diplomatic relations 
between the King of the Hellenes and 
his Imperial Majesty the Sultan of 
Turkey and their respective Govern- 
ménts are hereby broken off. 


“The Greek Minister at Constantl- 


nople and the Greek Consuls have been 
ordered to quit Turkish territory, For 
the Same reason the Turkish Consuls 
in Greece have been recalled to Con- 
Stantinople. Within a fortnight from 
the date of this announcement all 
Greek subjects must leave Turkish ter- 
ritory. Ottoman subjects now in Greek 
territory have been invited to leave 
within the same period.” 


M. Skouzes in his answer says: “In 


Wishing to make Greece responsible 
for the rupture of diplomatic relations 
the Imperial Government Appears to 
lose sight of the fact that Greece, far 
from proceeding to acts of hostility 
against Turkey, has had to suffer dur- 
ing the last few days from repeated 
acts of aggression upon the part of the 
Turkish army at several points on the 
frontier, Owing to the conflict at the 
Prophet Elias on March 28, the Royal 
Government drew the attention of the 
Imperial Government to the attitude of 
the Turkish troops, but instead of 
yielding to the spirit of moderation 
dictating this step, the Imperial Goy- 
ernment appeared disposed to precip!- 
tate events. Thus on Friday, the Turk- 
ish army, without provocation, at- 
tempted to obtain possession of Ana- 
Mpsis, which was mutually agreed to 
be neutral territory.

THE BRAVERY OF TURKS, 





They Walk Caluily tuto the Jaws of Death 
~Kiood-ttatucd Reporis. 





Hlowiquartergs of the Turkish army in 
Macedonia, Elassona, April 18, 9 p.m 
(delayed in transmission).—After the 
most fatiguing day with the headquar 
ter stafy in the Milouna Pasa, the cor 
respondent of the Associated Press ha 
returned here, The battle, resulting in 
giving the Turks possession of Milouna 
Pars, was waged with tho most admir 
able courage and determination on both 
sides The whole pa rang with the 
roar of artillery and the rattle of mue- 
ketry. It was, however, around the 
two Greek blockhouses that the most 
furlous conflict Occurred. They were 
defended with the utmost valor and 


tenacity The correspondent was 
greatly atruck with the coolness and 
discipUne of the Turks. In the midst 


of the hottest fighting, for instance, 
four Turkish soldiers, advancing in 
skirmishing order under a deadly fire, 
became detached from the main body. 
Neverthalese they continued to ad- 
Vance with perfect self- possession amid 
a hail of bullets. One of the men was 
hit and fell, then the second man was 
shot and the third received a bullet 
wound, but the fourth man calmly con 
tinued firing without regard for his 
personal safety until the Greeks re- 
tired. 

The most important Greek blockhouse 
named Kritchova, was strommly fort 
fied and defended by earthworks. The 
Turks mostly attacked in skirmishing 
order, firing independently. They very 
seldom fired volleys. The scene while 
the engagement was at its helght was 
exceedingly picturesque. Edhem Pasha, 
surrounded by a brilliant staff, was the 
centre of a striking group, with the 
constantly golng and coming of order 
lies carrying reports, instructions, etc. 

The ambulance corps was busy in 
every direction, bringing in the wound- 
ed, whose faces were black with pow- 
der and covered with blood, 

Edhem Pasha gravely followed every 
phase of the fighting through a field 
glass, gtving orders and receiving re- 
ports with imperturbable deliberate 
ness, It was noticed that many of the 
reports Were scribbled on scraps of pa- 
per statned with blood. 

The officers and men alike were black 
with the dust of battle and had not 
slept, shaved or washed for two days 
and nights, 

Riza Pasha, commanding the Turkish 
artillery, is a man of magnificent pre- 
sence. He exhibited most masterly 
skill in placing his batteries and in dl- 
recting their fire, 

It is believed tomorrow's fighting 
must be decisive. Several additional 
batteries of artillery and battalions of 
infantry have arrived to take part In 
the great combat of to-morrow (Mon- 
day). 

The hill slopes on the northern side 
of the pass are strewn with Greek 
dead, mostly Evyzones, splendid men, 
The faces of many of the dead are a4 
calm as though asleep.

orly justified as preserving WDuropean 
peace, wherein it has failed.

LOOKS BAD FOR GREECE, 





Greeks Lacked Artillery Im the Milouna 
Pass and Turks Were Victors, 


Summit of the Milouna Pass, 
day morning, Apri] 19.—The 
victory of yesterday in the 
Puss was complete. The enemy 
tired to the Plain of Thessaly, leaving 
only a rear guard on a hill, from which 
it was driven later by four battalions 
of Turkish infantry. The Tufks-pulled 
up to the top of the hill three moun- 
tain batteries, singing, laughing and 
weeping with joy like children,

Yesterday evening seven new Turk- 
Ish battalions and several mounted 
batteries of artillery left for the front 
and at dawn the latter were trained 
one Greek blockhouse on the plain 
Cc 1OW, 

Junes Effendi, the Turkish comman- 


der, and his men had been 26 hours 
without food or drink. When they 
were preparing to capture the Greek 
blockhouse, Junes made a speech to 
his soldiers, saying: “All those who 
levi God must advance to the as- 
sault.” 


This was enough, Every man, with 
loud exultant shouts, daShed forward 
in the direction of the blockhouse. 
Ever the muleteers, who were bring- 
ing up the reserve ammunition, joined 
in the assault on the blockhotlse, 
wich was held by the Greeks with 
magnificent courage, The ‘Turks, 
with splendid dash, charged with the 
bayonet and eventually leaped over 
the ramparts with shouts of triumph. 
The Greeks waited thelr approach un- 
til the Turks were within 30 yards be- 
force withdrawing. 

In this assault, the Turks had only 
16 men killed and 17 wounded, Every- 
where was to be seen the effect of the 
Turkish artillery, their terrible shells 
bursting just at the calculate! mo- 
ment. The Greeks, on the other hand, 
aypeared to be lacking in artillery. 

As the correspondent was writing this 
despatch, the Greeks attempted to re- 
ply to the Turkish artillery, but they 
wore eventually forced to retire. 

‘Che correspondent saw numberless 
Gieek bodies stripped of their unt 
forms by the Greeks, leaving only their 
shirts and drawers on. Most of the 
dead. however, were carried off by 
the Turks, who raised the corpses of 
the Greeks reverently and placed them 
be. eath the shade of trees. The Turk- 
ish losses in the fighting of yesterday 
were only 60 killed and 150 wounded. 

On reaching the summit of the hills 
above Tyrnavo, the Greek frontier 
town, situated about ten miles from 
Loricea, the Turks observed that the 
Greeks were occupying a small hill, 
tre m which they fired but feebly at the 
Turke. Finally two Turkish moun- 
tuln batterfes were brought up to the 
summit of the hill occupied by the 
Turks and from there the Turkish 
Kune began bombarding Tyrnavo. Un-

Their Strength “Compared. 


Now that the war betweon Greece and 
Turkey has actually hegun, it will be in- 
teresting to compare their strength on land 
and at sea, 


The total peace strength of the Greek 
army is ag follows: Infantry, 14,709; 
cavalry, 2,648 ; artillery, 3,420 ; engineers, 
ete., 1,234. In the first reserve there are 
59,500 men, and in the second reserve 
125,000, making a total war strength of 
land forces of 209,422. 


The total peace strength of the Turkish 
army is estimated at 144,300 men, divided 
thus; Infantry, 96,000; cavalry, 23,200 ; 
artillery, 16,500; engineers, ete., 8,600, 
In the first reserve there are 23,000 officers 
and 295,000 men ; and in -the second re- 
serve 21,360 officers and 392,000 men—a 
total war strength of 867,300 men. 

On sea Greece is the stronger of the two 
powers. She has five armorclad vessels, 
seventeen torpedo boats, one torpedo 
depot and two submarine torpedo boats. 
Her navy is manned by 185 ofticers, 247 
employes, 587 petty officers, 1463 sailors, 
503 stokers, etc., total 3165 men. 

Turkey's navy is very weak. There are 
only three armorclad vessels of any fight- 
ing value, and they are hardly in a seagoing 
condition. She has a large number ot 
nominal war yeasels, but they are fit only 
for transports and would be of little use in 
& marine engagement,

COLLEGE BUILDINGS SOLD 


The Government Will Likely Establish Two 
Institutions. 


Conoure, April 20,—The old Victoria 
College buildings have been sold to the On- 
tario Governmont for $25,000 at the rate of 
25,000 per acre for five yeara without in- 
terest. ‘The colloge authorities claim the 
buildings were sold too cheaply, while the 
Government claimed they were paying all 
they were worth, considering that thoy will 
have to spond from $15,000 to $20,000 in 


order to put them into proper shape for a 
public institution. However that may be, 
the origival cost of the buildivgs was about 
$65,000, Faraday hall coating $22,000 and 
old Vic, about $43,000. The land is not so 
valuablo as it was, as a portion of it, eight 
acres purchased by Mr, Beatty, cost $4,- 
000. The Government has not made pub- 
lic the particular institution it proposes to 
establish in these buildings, but so far as 
we can learn it is their intention to turn 
the college building into a reformatory for 
girls, similar to the reformatory for boys 
at Penotanguishone, while Faraday hall is 
to be conyerted into a home for epileptics.

He had no objection to scholar- 
ships, but the scholarship system, pro- 
posing to enable the bright boys to get 
ahead, would be limiting the possibill- 
ties of the great majority, Instead of 
letting all have a fair chance. 

Mr. J. H, Burritt, Pembrokes\recom- 
mended with regard to religion In the 
schools that the laws remain as they 
are now. He claimed that the state 
exists for one thing, religion for an-’ 
other; that religion pertains to the 
hereafter; the state's functions are 
confined to this planet; that thefr aims 
ar diverse and contradictory; that 
morality can be taught apart from re- 
Iigious dogma, and is fully provided 
for In our schoal law; that the schcol 
curriculum !s now more than full of 
the absolute essentials, and If religious 
instruction Is to be forced in some 
thing essential will be forced out, the 
result being that the children are im- 
perfectly equipped for the battle here 
and very questionably prepared for 
thelr journey in the other world. 

On motion, the Minister of Educa- 
ton will be memorializedeby the Trus- 
tee Department to leave the law re- 
gerding religious tnstructian In schools 
as it Is. 

Inepector Morgan, In an address on 
“What Method of Inspectiin Would 
Secure the Best Results,” advised the 
inspectors to show themselves thc 
true friends of teachers and pupils. 

Mr. Locheed, M, A., principal of 
Caledonia High School, sang the 
praises of a system Involving phonetic 
vertical script, with a complete con- 
fistent phonetic alphabet, with every 
vowel sound and consonant function 
re;resented. His paper was entitled 
“Phonetic Script as an Ald to the 
‘liaching of Reading, Writing and 
Spelling.” He argued from the stand- 
roint, not of a spelling reformer, but

nnd spelling under the present tradl- 
tional and much-involved system, His 
tien is to supplement the present pho- 
nic system by making the elements of 
Iingiish’ words visible as well as au- 
dibie, 

“The Ideal Teacher,” accerding to 
Mr. R. W. Murray. Toronto Provincial 
Model School, should be In the prime 
of life, in good health and should have 
natural governing powers. Among his 
acquired qualifications should. be the 
very best jiterary training and a 
knowledge of psychology. 

“The Women i: Canadian Litera- 
ture’ was the title of an essay by 
Miss Janet Carnochan, Nisegara. The 
subject matter was not Canadian au- 
thors, but female characters In Cana- 
dian literature. The writer deplored 
the tendency lately shown to decry 
Canadian poetry. She quoted such 
writers as Kirby, Miss Curzon, Robert 
Margery, Wlifrid Campbell, Isabella

‘The president concluded with a refer- 
ence to the teaching of religion in 
schools. Occasionally from certain 
clergymen there arose a clamor for 
formal religious instruction In schools 
by the regular teachers. This agita- 
tion would be dangerous to the har- 
mony and success of the schools only 
that nobody else than the agitators 
seemed to be excited by it, Some of 
these good people would lay burdens 
on the teachers that they didn’t seem 
willing to touch, although the school 
law offered them every reasonable op- 
portunity. One reverend member of a 
deputation to the Government, who 
came from his own county, was re- 
ported as bewalling the disuse of the 
Bible in the schools and deploring their 
growing godlessness. At that very 
time the Scriptures were daily read in 
the schoo] of his own district, which 
he was never known to visit In school 
heurs while he resided there, 

“In view of these recurrin criti- 
cisms,” said the speaker, “and such 
an utterance as that by a judge at the 
Wentworth Assizes last year, it be- 
hooves us who know the truth to pro- 
claim from time to time that our 
echools are religious and Christian. 
This assoctation stands not only 
against those who would inake cate- 
chists of the teachers, but also against 
those secularists who would not per- 
mit us to Invoke the Divine blessing 
on our daily labors. Our free schools 
are the staunchest bulwark of our na- 
tlonal morality and penmanence. May 
they never suffer an invas'on of either 
a sectarianism or a secularism which 
would disturb their harmony and de- 
sfroy their usefulness.’’

Athens, April 21—The Crown Prince 
has sent several regiments to relieve 
those who have been fighting at Reveni 
but the latter refuse to leave the 
Scene, although they have been active:

Greece Sends a Mission to the 
Czar of Russla. 


War Nows ts Conflicting and Moagre, but 
it Weuld Seem That the Greeks Have 
Boon on the Winning Side—Turks Sug 
fer Many Losses They Are Keturniog 
te Kiassena by the Milouna Pass—Lat- 
est News Brom tho Batilefletd. 


Headquarters of the Greek Ariny, 
Larissa, April 22.—The latest advices 
as to the situation at Damas! show 
that On Sunday the Turks made a 
sortie from the town and attacked the 
Greek position at Boughasi Pass and 
Sideropoluki. After severe fighting, 
the Greeks drove the Turks back 
across the frontier, with a loss of five 
guns, 

The Turks have rescended from Mi- 
lougja Pass on Kurtrivall, The result 
is not yet knawa here, 

Four hundred members of the lor- 
€ign Legion, including 26 Engushmen, 
wider Captain Birch, arrived here on 
Tuesday. They were received with a 
great demonstration, which Was r- 
peated on thew departure for Lhe ipont 
in the evening. Intedse enthusiasua 
Was Caused among the Greeks when 
the Dnglishmen sang the Greek Na- 
Uonal war song. 

The reek Dyzones and a mountain 
battery, having ascended the moun-

Despatches from Wmerson to 
night say the water is slowly receding,

The high water has caused more in- 
conyenlence than loss at Winnipeg. 
The water now stands 21 feet 10 inches 
above the ordinary low water mark. It 
is only two feet below the power 
house of the Blectric Light Companies, 
but is not expected to reach them.

DEFINITIONS AND AXIOMS, 


All boarding- houses are the same board- 
ing-house. 

Boarders in the same boarding-house 
and onthe same flat are equal to one 
another. 

A single room is that which has no parts 
and no magnitude, 

The landlady of a boarding-house is a 
parallelogram—that is, an oblong and 
angular figure, which cannot be described, 
but which is equal to anything.

All the other rooms being taken, a single 
room is said to be a double room.

He was ono of the old- 
est members of St. Andrew's Society and 
was identified with the old Order of Odd- 
fellows. He was unmarried, His brother 
Alexander died in 1888, One sister, Mrs. 
Grace Keith, survives him. 

The deceased began his political career 
in 1861, when, in compliance with a large- 
ly signed requisition from the Oonserva- 
tiyes, he—although declaring himself a 
Baldwin Reformer—contested South Hast- 
ings for the Legislative Assembly with the 
late Hon. Lewis Wallbridge, who was then 
at the height of his power and popularity. 
The constituency was composed of the 
Town of Belleville, the Townships of Sid- 
ney, Thurlow and ‘I'yendinaga and the 
Village of Trenton.

000 natives is not a matter of opinion. It 
is « fact of history. Tako, for instance, 
the Sikh rogiments, At the battlo of 
Chillianwalla Lord Gough was undor the 
impression that he had been thoroughly 
defeated by the Sikhs, and no one who has 
ever seen a Sikh regiment march behind 
one of the finest British regiments has 
doubted for a moment their fighting quali- 
ties.

Ottawa, April 23.—(Special,)—Hon, G 
I Foster this aflernoon took up thé 
budget Ile begin by regretting the 
temporary absence of the Finance Min 
ister and Controller of Custome, ob 
gorving that it was at lenst a satis 
faction to have present the Finance 
Minister in esse (Sir Richard smiled.) 

As to the Budget Speech, which laat- 
ed from 4.30 until midnight, nobody 
could tell one moment whit was com 
Ing next; it Was a series of kaleido 
scopic changes and varieties, Nor had 


anyone yet been able to ascertain just 


what is this new tariff, or what the 
real effect of the tariff ls intended to 
be And in this connection Mr, Foeter 


complained that, contrary to all prac 
tice, the Opposition had not been fur- 
nished with a copy of the resolutions, 
and, contrary to all procedure, the 
tariff items were not even read over by 
the Minister of Finance. His own critt 
cism would, therefore, have to be gen 
eral upon the Budget Speech 

As there Was no room for specilation, 
all the financial fHgures relating to 
18956 having been brought down, he 
had no fault to find with Mr, Fielding’s 
presentation of the facts under that 
head But as if to pick himself up be- 
fore knocking himself down, the Fin: 
ance Minister entered upon a long 
abuse of the National Policy, in ad- 
Vance of his atatement of the last year 
of Conservative rule, which turned out 
to be the most satlefactory tribute to 
its polloy. Mr. Mielding had shown that 
in 18956 the expenditure was $900,000 
less than his (Mr, Foster's) estimate, 
and less by $1,200,000 than the expendl- 
ture of the previous year. But the re- 
cord was excellent, as regards the 
trade, which last year had reached 
gain of thirteen milllons—high-water 
mark. The taxation of 18956 was 18 
per cent. on an average, and the cus- 
toms tax per capita was $3.04, against 
a per capita tax of $3.95 in 1875. 

The fact that the agricultural sche 
dule has been left without change was 
a splendid vindication of the Conser 
vative policy in protecting that Indus- 
try against the abuse of the honorable 
gentlemen opposite, and, further, un- 
der that policy the exports of agricul: 
tural produce, as of manufactured 
goods, had largely Increased. [Cheers.] 

Then Mr. Fielding had estimated for 
the year 1896 a revenue of $37,296,665; 
but he forgot ethat if he made his Bud- 
get Speech in March he would have 
had to reporta decline of $700,000, and 
sUll, yesterday he was ahead of Jast 
year in receipts; because in six weeks 
his revenue had jumped up $2,228,000. To 
that extent he had borrowed from the 
future, so that instead of $37,296,665, Ne 
would have a revenue, according to Mr, 
Foster's estimate, of but $30,000,009; 
and an expenditure of not 4$3i,- 
800,000, but of $38,600,000; there: 
fore, Mr, Fielding’s estimated de 
ficit of half a million, which he was 
good enough to say might be doubled, 
would really amount at the end of the 
year to $2,000,000. And instead of add- 
Ing but $1,750,000, Mr. Fielding 
add $4,000,000 to the debt. 

Then Mr. Foster went on to ask, what 
pledges of the Liberal party during the 
last six years, aye, of 18 years, had 
been carried out in the financial or 
tariff policy just laid down, The safety 
of all free institutions was in the hon- 
orable principle of keeping faith with 
the people.

On Blackwell's Island I heard, com- 
ing up from a window of the lunatic 
asylum, a very sweet song. It was 
sung by one who had lost her reason, 
and I have come to believe that even 
the deranged and disoraered elements 
of nature would make music to our 
ear if we only had acuteness enough 
to listen, I suppose that even the 
sounds in nature that are repulsive 
make harmony in God's ear. You 
know that you may come so near to 
an orchestra that the sounds are pain- 
ful instead of pleasurable. and I think 
we stand so near devastating storm an 
frightful whirlwind we cannot hear 
that which makes to God's ear and the 
ear of the spirits above us a music as 
complete as it Is tremendous, 

The day of judgment, which will be 
a day of uproar and tumult, I suppose 
will bring no disonance to the ears of 
those who can calmly listen ; although 
it be as when some great performer 
is executing some boisterous piece of 
music, he sometimes breaks down the 
instrument on which he plays; so It 
may be on that last day that the grand 
march of God, played by the fingers of 
thunder and earthquake and conflagra- 
tion, may break down the world upon 
which the music is executed.

silent, the minister of Christ who Is 
preaching needs to have a@ very atrong 
constitution If he does not get the 
chills. He needs not only the grace 
of God, but nerves like whalebone. It 
is amazing how some people who have 


voice enough to discharge a'l this 
duty. I really belleve that if the 


church of Christ could rise up and sing 
as they ought to sing, that where we 
have a hundred souls brought into the 
kingdom of Christ there would be a 
thousand. 

But I must now speak of some of 
the obstacles in the way of the ad- 
vancement of this sacred music; and 
the first is that it has been pressed Into 
the service of superstition, Iam far 
from believing that music ought al- 
Ways to be positively religious. Re 
fined art has opened places where mu- 
sic has been secularized, and lawfully 
so. The drawing room, the musical 
club, the orchestra, the concert, by the 
gratification of pure taste, and the pro- 
duction of harmless amurement and 
the improvement of talent have become 
great forces in the advancement of our 
elvilization. Music has as much right 
to laugh in Surrey gardens as it has to 
pray in St. Paul's. In the kingdom of 
nature we have the glad fifing of the 
wind as well as the long meter psalm 
of the thunder. But while all this 
is so, every observer has noticed that 
this art which God Intended for th« 
improvement of the ear, and the voice, 
and the head, and the heart, has often 
been impressed into the service of fals= 
religions. False religions have depend- 
ed more upon the hymmme of their 
congregations than upon the pulpit 
proclamation of their dogmas. Tar- 
tinl, the musical composer, dreamed 
one night that Satan snatched from his 
hand an instrument and played upon it 
something very sweet—a dream that 
has often been fulfilled in our day—the 
volce and the Instruments that ought 
to have been devoted to Christ, cap- 
tured from the church and applied to 
purposes of superstition. 

Another obstacle has beep an Inor- 
dinate fear of criticism, The vast 
majority of people singing in church 
never want anybody else to hear them 
sing. everybody is waiting for some- 
body else to do his duty, if we all sang, 
then the inaccuracies that are eyjdent 
when only a few sing would not be 
heard at all; they would be drowned 
out. God only asks you to do as well 
az you can, and then if you get the 
wrong pitch or keep wrong time He will 
forgive any deficiency of the ear and 
imperfection of the voice. Angels will 
not laugh if you should lose your place 
in the musical scale or come in at the 
last a bar behind. There are three 
schools of singing, I am told—the Ger 
man schoo), the Itallan schoal, and the 
French schoo] of singing. Now, I 
would Hke to®add a fourth school, and 
that is the school of Christ. The 
voice of contrite, broken heart, al 
though it may not be able to stand 
human criticism, makes better music 
to God's ear than the most artistic 
performance when the heart is want 
ing. I know it is easier to preach on 
this than it is to practice; but I sing 
for two reasons—first, bechuse I like 
it, and next, because I want to encour- 
age those who do not know how. I 
have but very little faculty in that di- 
rection, yet I am resolved to sing. God 
has commanded it and I dare not be 
silent. He calls on the beasts, on the 
cattle, on the dragons to praise Him, 
and We ought not to be behind the 
cattle and the dragons. 

Another obstacle that bas been in 
the way of the advancement of this 
holy art is the fact that there has 
been so much angry discussion on the 
subject of music. There are those 
who would have this exercise conduct- 
ed by musical instruments. In the 
same church there are those who do 
not like musical inetruments, and s0 
it js organ and no organ, and there 
is fight. In this way scores and 
scores of churches are entirely crippled 
as tosall influence, and the musilo ts a 
damage rather than a praise, 

Another obstacle in the advance- 
ment of this art has been the erroncoug 
notion that this part of the rervice 
could be conducted by delegation. 
Churches have said: "Oh, what an 
casy time we shall have This minis: 
ter wil) do the preaching, the cholr will 
do the singing, and we will have noth 
ing to do,”* And you know as well 
as I that there are «a great multitude 
of churches all through this land where 
the people are not expected to sing, the 
whole work js done by delegation of 
four or six or ten persons, and the 
gudiencs ts silent. In such a church 
in Syracuse an old elder persisted tn 
singing, and so the choir appointed a 
committee to go and ark the squire 
if he would not stop, You know that 
in a great multitude of churches the 
cholra are expected to do the singing, 
and the great més of the people are 
expected to be silent, and if you utter 
your volee you are interfering. There

I want to rouse you to a unanimity 
in Christian song that has never yet 
been exhibited.

When Crom- 
well's army went Into battle, he stood 
at the head of them one day and gave 
out the long meter doxology to the tune 
of the “Old Hundredth,” and that 
great host, company by company, re- 
giment by regiment, battalion by bat 
talion, joined in the doxology :

Praise Him, all creatures here below :

And while they sang they marched, 
and while they marched they fought, 
and while they fought they got the 
victory.

Croting Small Fish. 

In The Ladies Home Journal Mrs, 
S. T. Rorer, in telling how to fry the 
small fish, quotes the old saying: 
“Small fish should swim twice—once in 
water and once in olj]."" “Smelts, trout, 
whitebait, perch and catfish,”’ she 
says, “are, perhaps, more palatable 
fried than broiled. Small fish may be 
stripped—that Is, the intestines may be 
pushed out under the gills, so that the 
fish may retain their shape. Wash and 
dry, then dust with salt and pepper, 
dip in egg and roll in breadcrumbs, or 
they may be rolled in cornmeal. Have 
ready a go~ sized pan with sufficient 
oil to cove.. iut the fish In a frying 
basket, then Into.the oll_at a tempera- 
ture of 260 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
cook for about five minutes. Drain on 
brown paper and serve, Where a small 
quantity of fat Is used, and the fish 
cooked on one side and then turned 
and cooked on the other, the method Is 
really not frying—it is sautering; the 
result is much more indigestible than 
real frying. Catfish are frequently 
fried In this way without being dip- 
ped in crumbs. Sunfish may be rolled 
in flour or cornmeal and carefully fried 
in dripping, oil or lard, A mixture of 
dripping and lard makes a better fry- 
ing material than lard alone. A pure 
vegetable oil is freer from danger of 
disease germs than elther. Never use 
butter for frying fish; it boils at a 
low temperature, consequently burns 
quickly; the butyric acid softens the 
fiber of the fish, destroys the flavor, 
and causes it to become soft as soon as

Common salt ground to a fine powder 
will remove the stain of hard-boiled 
eggs from silver spoons quicker than 
anything eclse.. Coarse salt, however, 
will scratch them. A little salt will 
remove the stain of tea from oups or 
of vinegar from table linen, 

Salt and water will clean willow or 
rattan furniture and wil keep matting 
from turning yellow, as it will if wiped 
of with clear water, After sweeping 
a carpet which is somewhat faded, 
scatter coarse, damp table salt over it, 
and brush it vigorously. A fresh Sup- 
ply of dust may be extracted from the 
carpet In this way and the faded sviors 
will be perceptibly brightened, A hand- 
ful of salt alded to a tubful of water, 


in which colored cambric and other 
cottons are soaked before they are 
washed, will prevent the colors run- 
ning. Rinse ‘sn In salted water 


and dry them as rapidly as possible, 
Do not use too much salt, however, as 
it hardens the water and prevents the 
dirt coming out as well as the color, 
New York Tribune.

To Make Dairying Successful 


Dairy and roll butter should be sent 
to the market as quickly as it is churn- 
ed, for every day it lies around the 
store or sits around the house il goes 
off flavor and loses its freshness and 
deteriorates in value. Roll butter should 
be nicely wrapped in chese cloth, each 
roll separately, which should be wet 
In strong brine before it is put on the 
butter. It should then be packed in 
tubs, clean boxes or half barrels, which 
should always be lined with cheese cloth 
or parchment paper. Tub butter should 
be packed In tubs that will hold about 
the amount of one churning, s») that 
there won't be two different ccloys in 
the tub. In salting your butter put In 
nearly an ounce of salt to one pound 
of butter, and use fine galt, Don't 
work it too much; have the butter- 
milk well washed out before salting. 
Don't let it remain exposed to the air, 
as it will love its flavor: we want all 
the flavor we can get in butter,— 
Hoard's Dairyman,

Jt is well for us in this world to take a 
due account of friendship. The world’s 
friendship is inadequate to our needs. 
Where shall we find such friendship as the 
world necds? Jesus was the world’s ideal 
friend. ‘Che best of human friendships 
are sometimes influenced by selfishness. 
Jesus thought of His friends first and Him- 
self last, Jesus was impartial ;' it was im- 
possible for us to be so. His friendship 
was confined to no class. Whilo He had 
friends ameng the rich, He was peculiarly 
the friend »f tho poor, ‘'The common 
people heard Him gladly.” Man makes 
friends with those from whom he expects 
the most; Josus made friends with those 
to whom He expected to give the most. 
Speaking on his second text, the preach- 
ev said that nowhere was Jesus’ 
love more wanifested than His 
dealings with Peter, after the latter 
had denied Him at tho inn and 
had practically read himself out of the 
disciples. Ove would think that the 
Saviour's first words after meeting the re- 
creant one would be of upbraiding; but no, 
Jesus only talked of love. Josus’ friend- 
ship was. . 2) the senwe that ho was 
true to a inan’s fuulis as well as to his 
virtues. While ic is the fashion of earthly 
friends to say good to our faces and bad to 
our backs, Jesus said hard things to His 
followers’ faces and kopt His encomiums 
concerning them for the ears of others. 
How gentle Jesus was in all His miracles ; 
Jesus was so surcharged with sympathy 
that He couldu’t help imparting it, and it 
always went to lead and to bless. In 
tender fashion Jesus was the ideal friend, 
It is impossible to do one deed of charity 
and love without following in the footsteps 
of Jesus. You who havo stretohed forth 
your hands to dry the tears of wilows and 
orphans, have you made friends with Jesus? 
If you hays not, do so to-day, and in so 
doing you will so lift up the world that all 
will be brighter for it, Thore is plenty of 
love lying around loose if you want to let 
itgo in talk, ‘*Greator love hath no man 
than this: that he lay down his life 
for his friend.” Jesus did what no mortal 
man ever did, He laid down His life for 
His enemics. 

Jesus was the embodiment of truth, 
Truth is « broad word; a deop word. 
Neyer but one correct answor to Pilate's 
question had been given, and that was the 
saying of Jesus: ‘fam the truth.’’ You 
will never fiud truth till you come to Jesus 
Christ. The Rev» gentleman's eloquent

GLOOM I 1 7TLENS, 


There are Still Mauy Wie Want to Conu- 
tinue the Pight. 


Athens, April 25, noon.—It Is uselesi 
to deny that a very gloomy view oO 
War prospects is taken here by the bet» 
ter informed. There are, however, no 
signs of a panic. The city exhibits an 
attitude of dignified endurance, while 
many still show an unabated enthusrl 
asm for fight. This symptom is parti: 
culurly noticeable among the wounded 
now In Athens. Their one desire seems 
to be to be healed in order that they 
may rejoin the colors. Naturally this 
is much fostered by the confirmation 
of the reports that the Turks have 
burned the Greek wounded in a church 
at Kurtzioyali. The Turks Jighted 
fires on the bodies of the wounded. 
Many of the Greek wounded implored 
thelr comrades to kill them; others 
committed suicide, Although it is sald 
that the Greeks carried off all of the!r 
guns from Tyrnavo and Larissa, and 
also destroyed all the provisions at 
both places, they could not transport 
the guns to P a. 

It is reluctantly believed by som’ 
in Athenian circles that the retreat was 
somewhat disorderly, and that some otf 
the guns were abandoned with but 
feeble defence. It seems  probabir, 
however, that in the main the retreat 
was in good order. 

This morning the word goes forth 
here that the Government will perse- 
vere in the struggle with greater de- 
termination. The report. however has 
Net served to allay the growing irrita: 
tion at the belief that, even if Greece 
could not hold her own, the non-offen- 
sive policy manifested In the orders 
of the Crown Prince not to attack was 
idiotic anfd un-Grecian. The retreat to 
Pharsala is considered a poor re 
sponse to the fiery speeches of Crown 
Prince Constantin to his troops 

Naturally al] sorts of reasons are 
advanced as to why the Greeks re- 
treated, the more candid admitting 
that the Turks were too strong, It 
ig also pointed out that the Tunkish 
cavalry did much to turn the scale 
in favor af Edhem Pasha’s move- 
ments, 

The Greek fleat Is also the subject of 
many curous reports, one of which 
asserts that the eastern squadron has 
bombarded Deleagatch. It is known 
Uthat the Turks yesterday ordered that 
all the lanterns in the lighthouses in 
the Gulf of Salonica should remain un- 
lit. Five fronclads and four forpelo 
boats are operating along the const 
between Platamona and Katarina, The 
British and French subjects res.ding 
at Volo have wired to their respective 
envoys here begging for the despatch 
of warships to Volo to protect them. 
The envoys have wired to their Guy- 
ernmments and to the admirafs at Ca- 
ned, but at Athens it Is considered 
unnecem=mury to comply with the re- 
quest, as an attack upon Volo is no 
part of the Turkish program. 

Despatches from Arta somewhat 
modify yesterday's reports and tone 
down the glowing prospects, although 
the Athenfans are still hoping that the 
capture of Janina may comeas an off- 
set to the retreat from Thessaly. 
There is no confirmation of the report 
that a white flag has been seen flying 
Over Preveas citadel, and Pentepiggadia 
has not yet been captured.

DR: PETERS DECAPITATED, 


The German African Commisstoencs Bis 
missed From the Service and 
Muleted in the Costs. 


Zerlin, April 24.—(Special Cable Let- 
ter.)—The indictment of Dr. Peters, 
the German African Commissioner, 
whose trial on charges of ill-treating 
African natives has taken place in 
private, before the Disciplinury Court 
for German Protectorates, charged him 
firstly, with anbitrarily hanging a ne- 
gro boy in 1881 and with hanging a 
irl in 1892; secondly, with unjustly 
making war upon Chief Malalia in 
November, 1891, and thirdly, with fur- 
nishing incorrest reports to the su- 
perior authorities, 

Dr. Peters protested that he was not 
guilty and aflirmed he believed he bad 
the power of life or death over all the 
blacks on the station, except those 
who were members of the German Co- 
lontal force. He admitted having un- 
Certaken extensive campaigns azamst 
his instructions, but, he contended, the 
situation was then dangerous, as un 
attack on the pant of the Wauarongos 
was feared, and he claimal he was 
Obliged to inftict the death penalty in 
order to save German prestige when 
the station house was broken into, he- 
cause he had previously announced 
that the penalty of death would be 
the punishment for so doing, the ques- 
tion of sex being quite subordinate. 
Dr. Peters admitted he had flogged 
three negresses, but he denled he had 
exeouted his concubine for adultery, 
explaining thait she was hanged for 
conspiracy with a native chief agamst 
the expedition. 

Lieuts. Pachman and Jancke testi- 
fied in support of Dr, Peters. 

Dr, Peters was sentenced to-day to 
dismissal from the Imperial service 
and to pay the costs of the trial. 

The principal innovation which Ger- 
muny will propose at the international 
postal congress in Washington will be 
the raising of the Letter weight from 
15 to 20 grammes.

gaya: “My firat recollection of im 
labor wero in raking long wind f 
hay with the hand rak My brother 
and myself decided that there oc uld be 
an improvement—that we 1 ma 
a horse do the work Phe t u 
‘inventive’ facultit was a lon unt 


jing, with wooden teeth about two feot 
in length inserted In holes bored in 
one side of it, and two old plow hand- 
lea fastened near the center and at 
right angles, for grasping to Sleer the 
‘machine, when a horse was hitehed 
to the front, and we were thus enabled 
to rake a swath ten feet wide as fast 
as the horse could walk True, when 
the rake was full we had to stop and 
‘back up’ the horse, draw the rake 
from under the windrow, and lift & 
over to commence another raking; but 
it was a great hmprovement over the 
slow and Jaborious hand-rake. Then 
came the wooden-framed, ‘revolving’ 
horse-rake, which ‘emptied’ itself by 
the faliower merely raising the handle 
eo that the points of the teeth in front 
cwught the ground, and we thought 
thet ‘farming made easy’ had ar rived, 
sure enough. ; 

“But the ubiquitous inventor Was 
still at work, There were other fields 
to conquer, and before the advent of 
many more ‘haylng seasons’ he enter- 
ed the field with the gteel-toothed 
sulky-rake, with a spring ecat for the 
driver, and which automatically un- 
loaded itself by operation of a clutch 
in the wheel hub by merely touching 
a lateh with the foot, and with which 
even a ten-year-old girl could do the 
work of ten men using the old hand- 
rake. This indeed, seemed ‘perfection 
pesfected,’ and we only wondered that 
there was not a fan attachmnt to keep 
the fides off. — 

“Now, even that paragon of progres. 
aion hag been relegated to the rear by 
a raker and loader, which is attached 
to the rear of the hay wagon, which 
rakes the ground clean and deposits 
the &ay on the wagon all ready for (he 
horse fork, which, with two or three 
‘grabs,’ deposits the whole load in the 
barn or rick. The crack farm laborer 
of my day, who prided himself on be- 
ing able to take the last rakeful off 
the ‘cradle’ as it was swung around 
with a rythmic ‘swish’ by the man 
who Was cutting the grain, and thus 
‘keep up’ with him in binding the 
sheaves, now stands aghast at the self- 
binding reaper, which thraws the per- 
fecUy-bound sheaves away from its 
path, and greedily reaches for more 
with a nonchalance that is wonderful. 





“The énventor, too, hes taken a won- 
derful joad off from the ‘women folks. 
Churning day used to be jJooked for- 
ward to with a sort of dread, especial- 
ty in hot weather, as it was often 80 
dificult to make the butter ‘come just 
right—probably from an imperfect 
knowledge of the temperature required, 
etc, Now my son takes all the milk 
to the creamery, where it is put into a 
centrifugal ‘separator,’ and the butter 
literadky ‘whipped’ out of it in a few 
minutes; and instead of waiting for 
the butter-buyer to come along In the 
fall and run his steel tryer down to 
the bottom of the tubs and firkins be- 
fore making an offer, we receive 4 
regular monthly dividend from the 
creamery, which amounts to a little 
more than formerly, and all the work 
taken uway from the house.” 

Our friend well illustrates a portion 
of what the inventor hag done in his 
line of labor, and it 4s but the retlex 
of the steady advancement In methods 
tn all Unes of industry. While the 
subject is practically inexhaustible, the 
thought occurs that with so many 
mechanical alds brought to bear in the 
performance of what has heretofore 
been considered the most irksome 
classes of labor, that ft leaves the 
young man or woman of todays so 
much more time for recreation and im- 
provement, which, if properly utilized, 
can but result in enlarged comprehen- 
sion and better realization of the re- 
sponsibilities which, properly met, will 
fit them to perform justly, wisely and 
magnanimously all the offices of life, 
both public and private. 





Simplicity in Fumigation, 


Wood-alcohol lamps constitute a new 
invention for disinfection which has 
been adopted by the Boston Board of 
Health, and \Wilich not only do the 
work without causing all the incon- 
venience of sulphur, but also much 
quicker and better. The active agent 
is formaldehyde gas Which is manu- 
factured ina very eimple stove or 
lamp, These wood-alcohol lamps, now 
in use in Boston, which Is one of the 
first to adopt them, look like very sim- 
ple contrivances. Bach consists of three 
sections. The base looks like a large 
milk pan, and is made of tin, The 
second séction is of sheet tron, about 
iwo feet long and twelye inches in dia 
meter. This fits over the first section 
in much the same manner as a chim- 
ney is fitted to a stoye. A few inches 
from one end of this ond section 
is a fine wire screen to check the flame 
of the burning alcohol, About ten 
inches above this screen Is a seaond 
screen, coarser than the first, and 
made of asgestos soaked in platinum 
The action of the alcohol on this plati 
nized asbestos produces the ga 

Under this new arrangement the of 
ficer arrive with hia stoves or lamps 
as they are called, places them in 1 | 
tion, touches a match to the alvoiol, 
a quart of which does the work of six 
pounds of sulphur, and in about three 
hours the work is done in a quicker, 
eafer, more economical and more thor- 
ough manner than was possible under 
the old system. The formaldehyde gas 
will penetrate the woodwork and the 
walls to an extent impossible with sul: 
phur,. It does no damage, however, 
It will not injure anything in the house 
except the germs which it ts intended 
to kill It has a slight effect on iron 
and steel, and on fabrics which are 
dyed a certain shade of violet or red 
About thirty of these lamps are now 
in uso by the Health Department. 
They have passed the experimental 
stage They are pronounced entirely 
successful.

**soft coal, which is one of tho bases of 
** manufacturing industry, or of hard coal, 
“which is a domstic necessity,” 

Evidently secing the pitiful weaknoss 
alike of the position of its friends and of 
its own attempted oxcuse for their condust, 
the Globe, as in the caso of coal oil, re- 
turns to the subject in its Monday's issue 
and extends its comments as follows: 


The features of the tariff that will excite 
most criticlam and give the least satisfac: 
tion to Liberals are the coal and oll duties, 
There is no doubt that the American coal 
owners and the American politicians felt 
that they would have the free run of the 
Sanadian market no matter what measures

rotection under the Canadian tariff, It

Say the Greek Retreat From Larissa 


Was 
the Scene of Conflict. 


Headquarters of the Greek Army, 
Lariesa, April 26.—(Night, delayed in 
tiunsmission,)—The development of 
the Greek position dn.front of Tyr- 
navo continues, Col, Audononitz, with 


a brigade of the second division, ar- 
rived from the west yesterday evening 
Qnd look up a position south of Dell- 
ler, with the right wing, which is now 
8000 strong and commanded by Gen- 
eral Mavro Michaelis. The left wing 
le under the command of Generu 
Matropas, and is composed of 5000 in- 
fantry and six batteries of artillery, 
86 guns. It occupies a position from 
the Mati road to Deliler. On the ex- 
treme right is the cavalry brigade, 
composed of five squadrons, The plan 
of the Greek commander is evidenuy 
not to prees attacks until reinforce- 
ments arrive from Athens, 

The ‘Turks have no less than 2000 
infantry, three squadrons of cavalry 
and 22 guns, 

Duning Thursday night a battalion 
of Evzones was entrenched on a hill 
In the centre of the Greek position, 
and the whole of Uhe Greek line has 
been advanced, The foreign legion 
Was held in naserve, : 

From dawn until 10 o'clock a flerce 
artillery battle raged, and then o bat- 
talion of Greek infantry and a moun- 
tain battery open from ‘the left of 
Mati on the Tunkish line along the 
ridge above Mati and the mouth of 
the pass. The Turks retired under a 
Salling fire, and for a time the Durk- 
ish artillery poured in shells, but they 
Were harmiess, bursting too high. 

At mid-day firme ceased umtil 1 
o'clock, when the Turks made a furl- 
ous assault upon the Greeks with 
three (batitalions of infantry, supported 
by two batteries Of antiilery, pushing 
forward from Gmritzovali toward Ku- 
tavi, which was held by Mavro Mich- 
aelis’ infantry and the mountain bat- 
terles. The latter poured a hot fire on 
Poe ea ences Turks, while both ait- 
acking and defending infantry 
gaged in rapid frre. 

Then the Turks again tried shells 
but without avail, “Reinforcements 
600n came to the ald of the Greeks 
and the engagement was continued 
until nightfall, the Greeks stubbornly 
contesting the ‘Turkish advance, 
though the Turks succeeded in ralning 
two kilometres durimg the course of 
the day. 

Although four desperate atitacks 
Were made upon the Greek left by the 
Turkish battenies, tthe Greek cannon 
thundered fast and furious, while the 
Greek infantry, extended om the 
mountain side, poured rapid volleys 
into the Turkish lines, repeal each 
advance, and at nightfall the Greek 
left had gained ground. 


Disordcrly Latest Reports From 


tt Was n Disorderly Retreat. 

London, April 26.—A special despatch 
from the headquarters of the Turkish 
army, near Tyrnavo, Thessaly, pub- 
lished to-day, says: “I havyé fess re- 
ceived from Edhem Pasha cowfirma- 
ton of the disorderly retreat of the 
Greeks, Seated in a captured Greek 
tant he salt to me in French: 

“Tt ds finished. No one, however, 
understands why the Greeks abandon- 
ed a position naturally sirong and 
well fortified.’ 

“Edihem Pasha believed the Turks 
would have speedily crushed che 
Greeks, but it is said that the Greek 
commander was warned of the arrival 
of the Turks by a priest, b« longing to 
a Greek village, who heard the Alban- 
fan soidiers singing. The Greeks fled 
southward, destroying bridges and 
leaving vast quantities of stores ot 
barley, maize and sardines, and, above 
ail, brandy, A Turkish officer jJoking- 
ly remarked to me: “The Greek officers 
must live on brandy.’ 

“At Tyrnavo the shops were found 
to be empty and the population had 
entirely disappeared.

The @ccupation of Larisan. 

London, April 26.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Larissa, telegraph- 
ing from that point Sunday evening, 
says: 

“The town was occupied by the 
Turkish cavalry at 6 this morning af- 
ter a short skirmish. The Greek troops 
fled in a panic and most of the civilians 
abandoned their residences, The Turk® 
captured six large gusas in the fort 
and a mountain batrery with several 
prisoners, among whom were cflicers 
and all the military stores, Edhem 
Pasha prohibited any pillaging, and 
there have been neither masacres nor 
outrages, though some of the Greeks 
burned their housese. The dead are 
not numerous, The ‘Lurks maintain 
excellent discipline, The Greek army 
fled to the mountain sides. Many of 
the inhabitants are already returning. 

“At this moment, 6 p.m., the Otto: 
man troops are entering the town In 
triumph, trumpets playing and ban- 
ners waving. Mustapha Matik Bey 
has been constituted commandant of 
the town. He has taken possession of 
the bank with the money it contains. 
The town will be held by a small gar- 
rison. Military operations in this quar- 
ter are for the time concluded. Tha 
cautious policy of Edhem Pasha {s 
fully justified; and he deserves every 
congratulation as a skilful and humane 
general,” _ .

In conclusion he eatd: “Are we to 
be lectured on the subject of loyalty 
by gentlemen who, five years ax, 
roamed through thig country endeay- 
oring to strike down British Interests 
amd to establish continental free Lrade 
at the cost of every senitiment of Brit- 
ish loyalty? No, sir; we sland ready 
to do everything that men can do to 


meaning nothing, but capable of being 
read to mean anything. It was this, 
though, that the Finance Minister 
trumpeted aloud as a measure Of pre 
ference. towards the Mother Country, 
knowing full well that the Imperial 
treaties forbade it. There existed am- 
ong both parties, and generally 
throughout Canada, a feeling of loyal 
satisfaction with every movement cal 
culated to draw Canada and the Mo- 
ther Country closer together, [Cheers.} 
But that feeling has been played upor 
hag been abused by hon, gentlemen 
opposite, when they make such a pro 
posal in the face of the law and con- 
stitution. The Globe wanted to know if 
Sir Charles Tuppér supposed England 
was going to send out troops to pre 
vent Canada opening her Custom 
Houses to British goods on preferen- 
tial terms; or if an order from Down:

ed by Controller Paterson? With all 
his high appreciation of the Controller, 
Sir Charles would answer that it was 
placing Mr, Paterson in a most re 
markable position to authorize him to 
defy the constitution and flount the 
Imperial treaties of Great Britain, 
which he would be doing if he order- 
ed the admission of British gocds at 
a lower rate of duty than was col- 
lected upon goods from countries hay- 
ing favored nation treaties with Great 
3ritain. The man who undertakes to 
flount his illegal and unconstitutional 
acts in the face of Imperiil obligations 
is guilty, said Sir Charles, of grave dis- 
respect to Great Britain. Nay more, 
those nations could claim damage from 
Great Britain for any injury to thelr 
trade caused by such action on the part 
of her colony. Then Sir Charles read 
from the British Commons Hansard

signed by all the bicyclists in Belleville to 


havo the rigid by-law which is 


now in 
force amended so that our business men, 
ladies and children can have at loast a 





share of the many miles of sidewalk which 
go unused and for which many of us pay 
hoavy taxos. It is proposed that the 
blank form which can be found in our 
issue of to-day be cut out and signed by all 
the cyolists, and their supporters and 


handed in to this office, If you have not a 


form, send or hand in your name anyway. 
When the names are all in, it is suggested 
that one grand petition be made and pre- 
sented to the City Council, praying that 
the by-law be so amended that cyclista can 
use the south walk of all Streets running 
cast and west and the east walk of all 
streets (except Front st.) running north 
and south, from six thirly o'clock a. m. to 
six thirty p,m, but in no case ty allow 
them to use the walk on any street, if it is 
not provided with walks on both sides. 
That they are not to bs allowed to ride 
on the walks after dark, to always be sup- 
plied with a bell or whistle, and that® they 
shall not ride faster than five miles per 
hour ; if any scorching is done, or any ono 
knocked down and injured they may be 
punished by & heavy fine. From the 
presen condition of our streets it ia to be 
hoped that the many hundred wheelmen

Staikos and 
Limbritls and Major Constantinides 
have been recalled from Crete to serve 
on the staff of the Crown Prince, The 
Ministerial Palingenesia announces that 
all the officers of Constantme’s staff 
have been recalled, 

“A telegram received here to-day 
(April 26) states that the Turks are 
within an hour's march of Volo, The 
Greek troops have been withdrawn 
from the town and are taking the 
wounded from the hospitals. Among 
the arrlyals from Volo are ex-Minister 
Ralli, leader of the fargest opposition 
group in the Boule. He has been at 
the scene of war, and was at Larissa 
last Friday evening. He has publish- 
ed his views in the Athens newspapers 
and has already succeeded in concen- 
trating upon himself the attention of 
the public. Some belleve he is prepar- 
ing to play the role of a 4ireek Gam- 
betta. 

“In an intervfew M, Ralli unsparing- 
ly denounced Constantine's staff, which 
he holds responsible for all that has 
happened. He denies that there was 
any real battle at Mati, says the Greek 
troops were never defeated at that 
point, and attributes the sudden dectl- 
sion to abandon Tyrnavo and Larissa 
to the cowardice and incapacity of the 
general staff. 

“Whatever may be the value of M. 
Ralli’s strictures,” continues The Times 
correspondent, “‘they seem for the mo- 
ment echoed by the voice of the mul-_ 
titude. The Greek populace in many 
respects resembles the French, and 
the old cry ,,Nous sommes trahis,’ ts 
being raised.

With the 
Rreatest difficulty their officers rallied 
them and led them back to the front, 
Where they renewed the battle aguinst 
overpowering odds, 

"Major Commundaro commanded 
them. All day he fought in the front 
line. Two horses were shot under him 
and he was twice wounded, but he 
seemed to bear a charmed Hfe A 
Greek lieutenant, an Italian volunteer 
and five. privates rushed upon the 
Turks, ‘Five of the seven dropped dead 
before they got anywhere near the 
enemy, and the sixth was wounded. 
Another private, when the Greeks fled, 
fought the Turks from behind a rock 
for five hours until he wus killed, 

“At 7 o'clock in the evening th: 
Greek ammunition failed. The men 
were faint from want of food and the 
retreat was sounded, 

“A second Greek force of infantry, 
cavalry and fleld artiNery, advancing 
by another road, arrived an hour too 
late. This also retreated in great dis- 
order. . 

“The Turks now hold Pentepigadla, 
which might, however, be attacked by 
artillery. The Greeks are greatly de- 
pressed and discouraged. 

“The retreat is much discussed here 
and no one can explain it except up- 
on the hypothesis that there was a 
nisk of the Turks disembarking a force 
at Preyvesa and so cutting off our es- 
cape. The Greeks have suffered a re- 
verse, but Greek honor Is not lost,” 





Larissa Glyon Over to Pillage. 


London, April 28.—A despatch to The 
Times from Larissa, dated Monday, 
says: 

According to the inhabitants left be- 
hind, the town was given over to 
pillage three days before the Turkish 
occupation. The lllagers were a 
mixed rabble of isbanded Greek 
soldiers, thieves and revolutionary 
memibers of the Ethnike Hetaria. 
These desperadoes also fought furlous- 
ly among themselves and outraged 
women. 

The Crown Prince Constantine was 
the last man to leave Larissa by the 
Sunday morning train. 

Grumbkoff Pasha has started to re- 
turn to Constantinople.

Oppesition Leader Kalli Tells Kiug George 
What Moe Thinks -Disorderly Outbreaks. 


Athens, April 28.—Former Minister 
Ralli told the King this morning that 
the Ministry no longer enjoyed the 
confidence of the people or of the 
Legislative Assembly.

“The Crown Prince Constantine fled 
yesterday (Saturday) afternoon in the 
utmost fear of capture by the Turkish 
cavalry. According to all accounts 
they were close at his heels, Only 
another hour or two and Edhem Pasha 
might have brought off bis greates> 
coup.

To the Editor of the InteniigENcen.

question whether 


existing mining regulations do not deter 
ing dovelopinent, but there can be no doubt 
about the necd of some Government control 
of our timber, Probably the oplilon of a 
Inyman in the lumber business would not 
be of much value, but I would like to quote 
a few sentences from a letter which I wrote 


to your paper 





some years ago, which will 


show that the question is not a new one 


and has been somewhat neglected. Iwrote 
from the centre of operations and from tim 
ber limits, where I spent a short time in 
company with a 
the late Alexander Sutherland :—" Beyond 
Byng Inlet there is a fine wharf used 
for supplies for the lumber camps, and 
there people who go in this month—October 

come out again next May aud only hear 
from the outside world once In the Interval. 
The “Favorite” carried thousands of 
bushels of oats, also flour and pork, for the 
shanties near French River. Lumbering is 
the great and only industry. Just here, 
however, let me point out that at least 
seven of the largest mills, including all the 
mills at Midland, are closed down on ac- 
count of the U. S. duty on lumber and the 
absence ot an export duty on logs. Amer!i- 
can horses and men are sent ovecevery year 
to get ont the saw Jogs—of which one tug 
alone Jast season towed over 276,000, all of 
which are sawed ond manufactured In 
Michigan,and it makes one sympathize with 
the indigaation which is universal through- 
out all the district that timber limits should 
be sold without any provision that the 
lumber should be sawed In Oatario, or any 
protection agaiust the free removal of logs. 
Next year more mills must close and the 
resources of the country are being 
depleted without any advantage com- 
ing to the district which needs 
it most, Not being a politiclan 
I am not personally in «a position 
to understand the policy which mey possibly 
justify this unconditional sule of part of our 
forests to those who do nothing in our 
country, further than to remove the mater- 
ial; but I do know what, regardless of 
politics, the universal public opinion 
throughout the wholeof Northern Ontario 
is with regard to the slaughter of the lum- 
ber industry.” I understand that matters 
are even worse sinc the above was written.

I urged the King to 
use the privilege of the crown, declar- 
ing that I was ready to sign the Royal 
decree, provided the latter cast no 
blame upon us, I added that there 
Was no reason to fear that such a 
measure would be considered by Eu- 
rope as a censure upon the Govern: 
ment’s policy, Judgment would be 
formed as to that after the new Cabl- 
net had ‘been tried.” 

M. Delyannis added: "I cannot dli- 
vulge the policy which I considered 
necessary. I can only say that the 
country would have emgrged from its 
trial without loss of territory, and 
could have obtained a rectification of 
the northern frontier by abandoning 
Crete according to the demands of the 
powers. The teatter measure would 
have facilitated the task, Inasmuch as 
the principle of Ottoman integrity 
would mot have been impaired, while 
the peace of Burope would have been 
assured because of the rectification of 
the frontier line adjudged in the 
treaty of Berlin.” 





Fighting Going On.

but in every cage where they aibolish- 
ed specific duties they have destroyed 
a Canadian industry and they really 
collect the most revenue on specific du- 
ties of all, On the five leading articles 
of reverrue, ylelding $11,639,000, the re- 
vente was atill collected by specific 
duties. If specific duties were such a 
monstrous thing, Why had the Goy- 
ernment retained them on wines, spir- 
its, sugar and tobacco? Mr. Paterson, 
in his speoch, declared that these spe- 
cific dutles were levied to disguise 
taxation. But Mr. Wallace contended 
that the specific duty was the only one 
the consumer really did understand. 
What did they know of cost in Eng- 
lond upon which ad valorem duty was 
levied? The. value of woolens, upon 
which specific duty was collected, was 
$873,000—the duty being 5c a pound 
and 25 per cent,, equal to 32 1-2 per 
cent. The new duty jis 35 per agent. 
Why should the protectionists com- 
plain of the Increase? They complain 
because on goods costing 60c per yard 
and up, on whith the duty was 18 1-2c, 
{t is now 3c more. On goods costing 
50c a yard the protection is 2¢ more. 
And these are the rich man’s wear, 
upon which the protection is increas- 
ed, But what of the poor man's wear— 
the goods made from wool, the product 
of Canadian farms? Why, on all 
goods costing under 40c per yard and 
weighing 12 ounces to the yard the 
protection Js less than formenly, by 
2h per cent.
